Cover Sinaloa With Farms and 
Homes—One Hundred Families 
Now on Their Way from the Old 
Country—To Establish Banks.

Dr. Ernest Angermann, who is rep- 
resenting a Berlin banking firm, har 
just returned from Mexico, where he 
has been inspecting the opportunities 
for investment in and colonization of 
the immense tracts of land owned by 
the Sinaloa Land Company. This cor- 
poration is an offshoot of the Sinaloa 
Land and Water Company, which ac- 
quired 12,500,000 acres of the 17,500,000 
acres constituting the State of Sinaloa, 
by purchase from the government and 


private individuals. 


Dr. Angermann is returning to Berlin 
and from central offices at Berlin and 
Vienna will supervise the organization 
of colonizing parties gathered from 
Austria and Germany. Already a 
Pioneer party of 100 German families 
are due at Galveston, en route to the 
town of Culican, a place of about 30,- 
000 inhabitants. But these pioneer 
families are going merely to break 
ground and pave the way for the large 
colonizing parties that are expected 
later on.

The 
rest the Japanese had constructed 
themselves, I saw there also thirty 
flour milis ready for shipment to the 
wheat rections of Manchuria. One of 
these mille had been imported from 
the United States. Twenty-nine had 
been constructed in Osaka for one- 
fifth of the cost of the American ma- 
chinery.” 

Fo our Japanese rivals are to have 
much chesper manufacturing plants 
than in addition to the ad- 
vantage they en‘ov of ten times chestp- 
er labor. Under such conditions that 
Arnerican. trede will have much chance 
in the Far East is more than prob- 
lematical. 


Japanese Shipping Activity. 
Furthermore, the manner in which 
the Japanese are reaching far out for 
the trade of the world is shown by 
their activity in the shipving business. 
The Japanese are in a position to obe- 
rate their ships for far less money than 
an American owner can operate his 
vessels. owing to the cheaper labor of 
Japon and the smalier requirements 
of Jep in matter of fond 
and accommodations. There are also 
subsidie« paid to Jepanese ship- 
owners by their government. In re- 
gard to this subject President, Goulder 
ef the Merchant Moar'ne Lescue of the 
Unſteg States writes: “There is a 
Japan line of three moderate-sized 
eteamehips running from Yokahoama to 
San Francisco that receive< $400.000 a 
vear in subsidie« from the Japanese 
government, and it comnetes with an 
American (the Pacific Mail) ine which 
last year receives $63,000 from our gov- 
ernment. The Pacific Mail line has 
five ships, any one of which ts larger 
and better than the best of the three 
Japanese. Naturally. competition 
must be ruinous to the American line, 
and the sequel is that the Japanete 
line has secured an option on the Pa- 
cific Man Line for the purchase of its 
five ships. A similar line of five fine 
LAmeérican steamships, each of which 
shire received last year $5000 to 


2.000 from our government, runs from 
Seattle to the Orient in competition

Before the Law Came. .

This hew story by Rex E. Beach is 
undoubtedly one of the most virile that 
have appeared within the last twelve- 
month, if not within a longer period. 
It js a story of Alaska before the com- 
ing of the law, when survivals in the 
struggle for existence depended chiefly 
on a man's good right arm. The plot 
is realistic and full of action, the char- 
acters are well drawn, and the entire 
story is splendidly handled. 

This begins with the midnight 
ture of the Santa Maria from Una- 
laska for Nome at the 42 ot the 
season. With it are going Glenister 
and his friend, Dextry, who owns the 
Midas, a mine promising a fortune. As 
they are about to climb aboard ship, at 
the whistle of the siren, warning them 
of the Santa Maria's intention to de- 
part, a skiff bursts from the darkness, 
and a young woman scrambies to the 
wharf followed up the ladder from the 
beat by another, Who. however, is selzed 
by pursuers in a second skiff, before she 
(an reach the top. Dextry and Gienis- 
teterfere, help the first woman 


aboard the Santa Maria, and defeat the 
attempts of her pursuers to clamber 
aboard after her. The ship moves 
away from the wharf, and the young 
woman begins to explain her flight, but 
is characteristically cut short by Den- 


try: “You take your time on explana- 


tions. We don't care a cuss what you 
have done. Morals ain't our long suit, 
cause there's never law of God or man

He is ac- 
companied by another lawyer, McNa- 
mara, who is also the lover of Helen 
Chester. In the fight for the mine Gien- 
ister, tamed by his love for Helen, at 
first abandons, in response to the 
ideals she demands of him, the crude 
warfare of hand and gun, and waits 
for the process of the law. The mines 
are put into the hands of a receiver, 
but dally exploited, and finally even 
the gold that Glenister has deposited 
in the bank is confiscated. Vigilantes 
arm to raid the thieves. «Writs of su- 
pe eas are repudiated by Stillman. 
Helen, learning of her unwitting part in

Glenister, and by the apparent jeal- 
ousy of a faro dealer, who is in reality 
the long-vanished brother of Helen,

Nor 
does it tell you of the original handling 
of the plot, in which hero and hercine 
seldom appear in person, but are most 
often talked about—and in which more 
is conveyed by, wit of delicate implica- 
tion than by any direct means. The 
story, in style, in its literary work- 
manship, is one of the best pieces of 
fiction that have been produced in this 
country in many a day. |

Debbs is the leader, discovered six 
weeks ago, says the New York Sun, 
that the Tremont Silk Mills, at Park 
avenue and 174th street, was an open 
shop. They discovered also that the 
200 employés, men, women and chil- 
dren, were thoroughly satisfied with 
their jobs and had no fault to find with 
their employers. They forthwith set 
about changing things so that they 
might control the employés and run 


he | the business of the employers. — 


They began by telling the silk work- 
ers that they were all skilled mechan- 
les and that the factory would not 
be able to replace them if they gave 
up their jobs and formed a local of 
the Industrial Workers of the World. 
Once this was done, the agitators in- 
formed them, they might have higher 
wages and shorter_hours and would 
not have to work near as hard. The 
arguments of the agitators were backed 
up by heaps of literature that was 
handed out to the factory employés as 
they went to and from their work.

THE BRITISH CABINET.

How the Premier Repudiated Fis 
Own Bill to Save Hie Political Ba- 
dentatus of Unions Net Fully

The recent right-about-face of the 
British Cabinet on the Trade Disputes 
Bill was so swift and complete, involv- 
ing apparently an unqualified surren- 
cer to the labor party, that the situa- 
tion may well be given fresh consid- 
eration in the light of the fuller infor- 
mation now at hand, says the Spring- 
field Republican. Trade-union ques- 
tions in Great Britain and the United 
States run along not very dissimilar 
lines and inevitably developments in 
that country must interest the people

THE BORDER LINE. 


SURVEYORS MARKING IT BETWEEN THE 
UNITED STATES AND CANADA. | 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


TTAWA.—The boundary between the United States 

and Canada ie being carefully marked. A band of 

surveyors, representing both countries, is going 
over it, running new lines from the ‘Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific and putting up brass posts to mark them. I have 
been upon the line several times during my travels in 
At the town of Laurier, in British Columbia, 
I found the depot situated on both sides of the boun- 
dary. There was a mark drawn diagona.iy across the 
platform on one side of which was painted in red an 
enormous American eagle with the words “United 
States” below it, and on the other side “Canada” and a 
picture of the maple leaf. I planted one of @y feet on 
the eagle and the other on the leaf and stood for a time 
astride the division which separates John Bull’s Ameri- 


can possessions from those of Uncle Sam. Looking to

the south I could, in my imagination, see the Rockies 
rolling onward for thousands of miles to our Mexican 
boundary and at the north the mountains of Canada and 
the snow and ice of British America extending almost 
to the pole. 


In company with C. E. Stone, the general 


| passenger 
agent of the Great Northern Railroad, who was with me, 


I walked eastward a few steps to look at one of the brass 
posts which had just been put up tb mark the boun- 


dary. The posts are only a few miles apart, and they 


are being put up along the whole line, with the excep- 
tion of the Great Lakes, from the mouth of the St. Law- 
rence to Puget Sound. As I stood beside the post it 
reached to my shoulder. It is, I judge, about five feet 
high, eight inches thick at the bottom, tapering to four 
inches thick at the top, where it ends in a little pyramid 
as sharp as that which caps the Washington Monument. 
The post is made of brass or copper plates soldered to- 


— 


gether, and so set in a bedding of cement that it looks 
like solid metal. Indeed, I did not know it was hollow 
until-I tapped it with my knife. One side of this post 
bore the words “Canada” in raised letters, and the op-

Standing at the post I could look for several miles 
east or west through a wide road which had been cut 
along each side the boundary right through the forest. 
I am told that such marking has been done all along the 
The Iron Pillare of Vermont. 


I understand that the boundary posts along the eastern 
end of the line are in bad condition and that they 
being replaced by posts of copper and granite. 
original ones between Quebec and Maine, New Hamp- 
shire and Vermont were made of iron. They were put 
up about sixty years ago, but the frosts and thaws have 
heaved up many of them and thrown others out of per- 
pendicular. Some of those posts have been moved. The 


surveyors who have been going over the line during 
the past year found two of the posts on the northern arm 
of Lake Champlain missing. One was sixty feet away 
from the line, and it had probably been carried there by 
an ice shove when the water was unusually high. Some 


and surrounded with weeds. 
been reset or replaced with granite pillars, so bedded 
that they will resist the ravages of time. 

There is a customhouse at Laurier, and our baggage 
was examined by the United States officers as soon as we 
crossed over. There are some other towns situated here 
and there along tlie line, and there are in some places 
what are known as boundary stores, half on one side and 
half on the other. Such stores were more common in 
the past than now. One-half of a building, for in- 
stance, might be in the province of Quebec and the other 
half in the State of Vermont. Behind one counter were 
shelves of American goods and behind the other great 
stores of Canadian wares. The customer paid his money 
and took his choice, and the tariff laws were about as 
little regarded as are those of Moses in a mining camp. 

Such stores were also desirable resorts for criminals, 
who, standing on one side of the room, could snap their 
fingers at the officers on the other side, and refuse to be 
arrested without requisition. 

Our boundary with Canada winds in and out at all 
sorts of angles for the first thousand miles or so from 
the Atlantic. It begins at the ocean and crooks and 
turns around Maine, keeping pretty well away from the 
St. Lawrence until it touches that river at the northeast- 
ern edge of New York. It runs with the river to Lake 
Ontario and then winds its way through the middle of 
the Great Lakes until it reaches the land again at the 
northeastern end of Minnesota on Lake Superior. From 
here it winds a little through the Rainy River country 
to the Lake of the Woods, and then takes an almost 
straight shoot across the prairies and the Rockies to Pu- 
get Sound. We almost had a fight at one time over Pu- 
get Sound, the British claiming the Island of San Juan, 
which was afterward, by arbitration, awarded to us. 
Just how long the whole boundary line is I do not know, 
but it must be considerably more than 3000 miles. 


Smuggling and Cattle Rustling. :

The Carpinteria Vine. 
MUCH THE LARGEST IN THE WORLD 
AND STILL GROWING.

HE garden-like cove known as the Carpinteria 
T Valley, half-encircled by a picturesque range of the 
Santa Ynez Mountains, lies in lyre shape by the 
great sea whose tides smite the strand into cease- 
less symphonies. In this valley stands the world’s 
greatest grapevine, a wonder of its kind acknowledged 
by every one fortunate enough to pay it a visit. Santa 
Barbara county, is entitled to distinction for the produc- 
tion of three giant vines, among which “la Vina Grande” 
at Carpinteria easily holds the first place as to size and 
fruitage. 
In the Montecito Valley, ten miles to the northwest, 
two out of this peerless trio have been grown. One was 
removed to the Centennial Exposition in Philadelphia,

Carpinteria. 


Sixty-four years ago a Spanish woman named Joaquin 
Lugodi Ayala planted a small twig of the Mission grape. 
She watched and tended it with jealous care through its 
early growth, and in later years kept it neatly trellised 
and trimmed. Unwittingly she was rearing a prodigy 
that was to eclipse everything of its kind in all the civ- 
ilized world. Some twenty years ago the vine was pur- 
chased with a plot of ground by Jacob Wilson, who has 
since denied it further compass by keeping it constaritly 
pruned. Its present measurements, however, are by no 
means uninteresting. At the ground the giant trunk 
measures nine feet nine inches in ci umference. Five 
feet above ground it has a girth of seven feet eleven 
inches. At a height of six feet the trunk branches into 
five divisions which radiate in different directions. 
These five branches have a combined circumference of 
fourteen feet eleven inches, the smallest measuring two 
feet and the largest four feet three inches. Within a 
radius of eighteen feet from the trunk there are twenty- 
nine subdivisions or runners each measuring from ten 
to twenty-two inches in circumference, together with 
countless smaller branches. The longest runner at pres- 
ent reaches the enormous distance of seventy-six feet. 


The trellis, which is entirely overspread, is 100 by 110 
feet in dimensions, embracing an area of approximately 


_one-fourth of an acre. A company of 800 people are said 


to have at one time found shade beneath the umbrageous 
branches. 


The vine is still in a healthy state of growth, and, if 
permitted to do so, bids fair to further enlarge itself by 
many square rods. The largest crop ever yet actually 
weighed out was ten tons, in 1895. This did not include 
miscellaneous distributions to visitors and friends of the 
proprietor. A common estimate of the entire yield was 
24,000 pounds. The larger clusters are reported to have 
weighed nine to ten pounds each. Various exposition 
associations have tendered handsome sums for the pos- 
session of this queenly giant, but so far its proprietor 
has declined all offers for its removal from the virgin 
spot of its Spanish planting, where its ripening clusters 
may still be kissed into juicy sweetness by the autumn 
suns of Southern California, and the gentle breezes of 
the sea may still whisper among its leaves as in the days 
when Spanish lovers met to woo and be wooed beneath 
the tender boughs of the young “Vina Grande.”

Emperor Receives Poor. 


Frequent references are made to the democratic char- 
acter of the aged Emperor. On certain days of the week 
he actually gives private audiences to the peorest of his 
subjects. On these occasions the most humble and pen- 
niless of his people are admitted to his presence, and no 
one ever knows the nature of. these interviews, because 
the Emperor holds the confidences of his callers so sa- 
cred that he never makes known their statements, even 
though they include the confession of crime. Probably 
no ruler ever lived who enjoyed mixing with his sub- 
jects more, or practiced his freedom so freely. Once 
when the imperial party was making a journey, the Em- 
peror preceded his companions and appeared alone at a 
small inn.

MEXICAN WOMEN AT WORK. 


THEY HAVE Few OvTsiDE INTERESTS AND CARE 
NOTHING FoR ATHLETICS. 


[Mexican Herald: ] As the Moors practically controlled 
the commerce and education of Spain for over 100 years, 
the Spaniards acquired, to a great extent, the same ideas 
held by them of the education and treatment of women. 
And they, in their turn, carried these ideas to Mexico. 


much freer under the Aztecs than they were afterward 
under Spanish rule. And until quite lately this condi- 
tion of affairs has prevailed in Mexico since its freedom 
from the Spanish crown. 

Not 60 many years ago when a Mexican woman went 
shopping she remained in her carriage in the street and 
sent her servant into the store to call one of the clerks 
to wait upon her. He came out and received her ordere, 
and brought the goods to her for examination. This pe- 
culiar method of shopping was due to the old Mexican 
idea that a lady of good family should be exclusive and 
should shield herself from the gaze of the public, and, in 
fact, from every one except her own immediate relatives 
and most intimate friends. This idea has been dying 
hard for over a century, and it is still far from being 
completely buried in some parts of the republic. 


The Mexican woman is naturally. a home lover. She 
has no clubs to take her away from her home, and she 
has few outside interests. Even when she is philan- 
thropically inclined, which she very often is, her ideas of 
life tend to make her place her charitable contributions 
in the hands of sister superiors of convents or directors 
of charitable institutions and works for use in the cause 
she has at heart. 


The Mexican women of the middle and upper classes 
have never been athletic, at least since the Spanish con- 
| quest. This, of course, was due to the secluded life they 
lead. But the women of the lower classes have ever 
been stout and muscular, for much work of a heavy kind 
has always been their lot. On account of her quieter 
disposition it is not probable that, for years at least, the 
Mexican woman will take the interest in athletics that 
is now being shown by her American sister. Another 
reason is that the sympathy of the Mexican people is all 
against her doing so. 


In the Mexican schools the girl is taught many things 
in the way of needlework, painting, embroidering, draw- 
ing and designing, and these later serve to fill in her 
peaceful, uneventful life after leaving school. To this 
must be added music. For here, as in Spain and other 
Latin countries, most women of the middle and upper 
classes receive an excellent musical education. 


In their homes, and in their own way, the Mexican 
women are delightful entertainers, and their knowledge 
of music adds not a little in their entertaining. 

The piano always forms a very important factor in 
the entertainment at a Mexican house. No matter how 
small the gathering of friends, there is always some one 
who can play well, and his or her services are requested 
and always cheerfully given, for a Mexican not only likes 
tc help entertain his friends and his friends’ friends, but 
he looks upon it as his duty to do so.

they will do better than 1 have been able to do and are 
welcome to all they can get for it. I had succeeded in 
getting through my head that the Argentine estancieros 
needed more flowers, when I gave up in despair and went 
down to the sales market and found out what I wanted 
from a cattle tender. There are several chapters almost 
like this one in the report in question. 

From just such bewildering mazes of information and 
ultra and misinformation, I have endeavored * collect 


that of the Chinese, and whose standards of morality 
and decency are incomparably lower. I may write at 
another time of the disreputable mass of immigrants 
that is being dumped upon Argentina, and also of the 
futility of the endeavor of the ordinary American trades- 
man, clerk or professional man to make even a respect- 
able living here, to say nothing of doing as well as at 
home. 

I have used the term “estancia” in a number of my 
recent letters without attempting to give a specific defi- 
nition of the word. To my mind “estancia” conveys 
about the same meaning as “ranch” in our Western un- 
derstanding of the term, but here they tell me that the 
former means all the latter does, and then some more. 
Further, they say that their estancias are bigger then 
our ranches, and more often than not the home of their 
proprietors, who make less of a sordid business propo- 
sition of them than do our ranchers of their holdings. I 
cannot agree fully with the latter part of this asser- 
tion, though I think the average American ranch is a 
more successful business proposition than the Argen- 
tine estancia as at present conducted. 


Seven Ways of Farming. 


The typical Argentine estancia is a tract of land vary- 
ing in size from 3000 to 1,000,000 acres, with the average 
in the vicinity of 25,000 acres. They are divided into 
seven different types, as follows: 


(1) Devoted exclusively to breeding cattle, sheep and 
horses. (2) Devoted to the breeding of cattle, sheep and 
horses and fattening the produce of same for sale. (3) 
Devoted exclusively to the fattening of cattle and sheep 
for sale. (4) Devoted to breeding and fattening, com- 
bined with agriculture. (5) Devoted to breeding and ag- 
riculture. (6) Devoted to breeding, fattening and dairy- 
ing. (7) Devoted to dairying exclusively. 

All estancias are organized and managed more or less 
on the same principle; the property is fenced in and di- 
vided by wire into paddocks or fields varying from 200 to 
3000 acres, each, of the latter, when the property 
is not crossed with streams, having one or more troughs 
or wells for watering the stock. A given number of 
paddocks are used for breeding, and the best quality 
“camp” is reserved for fattening. The head etation or 
estancia house is situated more or less in the center of 
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Meat is everywhere liberally supplied. Generally speak- 
ing, the Argentine agricultural situation presents its 
least favorable aspect from the labor side.

A Cheap Trip: Abroad. 


PAYING ONE’s Way By FEEDING 
CATTLE ON A LINER.

UNDREDS of young men who want to spend a 
month or two across the water during the sum- 
mer, and who want to do it as cheaply as possible, 

work their passage feeding cattle on one of the big 


It is to prepare all who intend to resort to this econ- 
— for that which awaits them that this article is writ- 

Luck favored me in the matter of the ship. I paid a 
fee of $10 at one of the booking offices on Broadway. 
near the Battery. To these offices, as to the ordinary in- 
telligence office, the liner officials apply for a consign- 
ment of men to work their way across. I was at first 
assigned to one of the Glasgow boats, which are 
much smaller than the American liners, and the passage 
But 
through some fortune slip “my boat” was filled, and I 
was transferred to the good ship Minneapolis. At 1 
o’clock in the afternoon I joined the party booked at this 
office, and we were escorted to the American Line dock. 
Here we were put through a course of questions, chiefly 
to have it a matter of record that we were not under con- 


tract to return to this country in violation of the contract 
labor lawe. | 


All formalities settled, we were herded upon the deck, 
and sailed at 4 o’clock, being permitted to remain on 
deck until the Goddess of Liberty was out of sight. 

Then we were taken below and shown our quarters. 
One narroW room in the prow of the vessel, probably 20 
feet long, 15 feet wide at the widest and 10 feet wide at 
the narrowest ends, was divided into two rows of bunks, 
fourteen in all. A long pine board, fastened upon wab- 
bly supports, ran almost the length of the room. This 
was our table. The bunks were absolutely bare. 

We were divided into squads of two and three, and 
each squad was assigned to the charge of one of the sub- 
bosses, who was responsible for the care of from 125 to 
175 cattle. The consignment numbered 750 cattle, di- 
vided about equally between two exporting companies. 

The first task assigned us was to “hay” the stock. 
Huge bales of hay, weighing from 100 to 200 pounds, 
were drawn up from the hold and distributed along the 
aisles dividing the pens. Each squad of men had charge 
of a double row of pens from 50 to 75 feet in length. 

The “haying” was comparatively easy and clean work. 
It was accomplished in about an hour, and then we were 
marched in a line to the steward of the vessel, where 
each man received a coarse, narrow bed tick, two blan- 
kets, a plate, knife and fork, spoon and cup, all but the 
knife and fork being of tin. Each man was responsible 
for his outfit till the end of the trix ‘ 

Tue ticks we filled with hay or straw. No pillows or 
even pillow slips were issued. By the time we had pre- 
pared our bunks for the night, it was supper time, and 
we ranged ourselves along the board, sitting on benches. 
For supper we had tea, sweetened but black, ship rolls 
without butter, and all we wanted of a sort of Irish 
stew called skouse.“ This latter mess was not unpal-. 
atable, and one got rather fond of it. : 

The real work began next morning—and it began 
early. Soon after 5 o’clock, one of the sub-bosses en- 
tered the bunkroom and pounded vigorously on the 
table board with a club, shouting: “Get, up, there! 
Everybody get up! Everybody got up, and then we 
were initiated into the mysteries of watering the cattle. 
An elaborate system of waterworks is established on 
these liners. Pipes run from the huge reservoirs, and at 
intervals along the aisles are stationed tanks holding 
several hundred gallons each. One of the squad dipped 
buckets of water from the tank, while the other carried 
them to the sub-boss, who passed them to the cattle. I 
dipped from 250 to 300 buckets of water, every morning, 
on the trip. 

The cattle watered, we were allowed to eat breakfast 
before the morning feeding was done. This arrange- 
ment was not for our convenience, but solely to prevent 
the cattle from getting “wind on the stomach” by being 
fed too soon after being watered. ä 

For breakfast we had coffee, instead of tea; potatoes 
boiled with the jacket on, and cold stewed beef, the bill 
of fare being occasionally varied by combining the pota- 
toes and beef into hash. Occasionally the breakfast of 
one day was the supper of the next. For dinner we al- 
ways had “skouse” or hot boiled beef and boiled pota- 
toes. When we didn’t have “skouse” for dinner, we al- 
ways had it for supper. We had “skouse” sometime 
before the sun went down. I believe I have forgotten to 
say that one of our party always carried in the provender 
from the cooking galley. We were not treated to the 
luxury of waiters or stewards. Usually the “skouse” 
was brought in in a huge dishpan, the tea in a tin 
bucket, and the coffee in a coffee pot. 

Breakfast over, we “corned” the cattle, and I had my 
first experience with corning beef on the hoof. For each 
squad having 125 cattle in charge a dozen bags of corn 
were hauled up from the hold, and to save the time, the 
hay for the afternoon was hauled up at the same time. 
Each man carried the sacks of corn to his aisle and dis- 
tributed them at intervals of about ten feet. The sub- 
boss passed the corn in to the cattle. After day, 
we swept out our aisles after breakfast, 


the first 
and then 


distributed the hay that we had 
ing. swept out the alsles again, 


till morning. We had the run of the deck, but as most 
of us wore rough clothes from necessity, we did not hob- 
nob with the passengers. 

For, be it remembered that on this so-called cattle ship 
there were, on the voyage I took, 107 cabin passengers 
the only kind carried. We had a real live duke—His 
Grace of Newcastle, and were really in most excellent 
company socially. | 

The routine described was little varied. The voyage 
lasted ten days, and one beautiful but misty morning in 
May we floated quietly into the English Channel, and 
after a dreamy drift up the Thames between the green 
banks of “merrie England,” we cast anchor at Tilbury 
Dock, and, after undergoing a luggage inspection and 
another series of questions from the English immigra- 
tion officials, we were passed over the side of the boat, 
escorted to a London train by an obliging under fore- 
man, and taken in charge to a cheap but respectable ho- 
tel, where we passed the night. With this escort and 
deposited in a safe place, we were left to our own devices. 


From conversations I have had, I am of the opinion 
that these ‘experiences are fairly representative of those 
on any of the cattle liners, though it must be remem- 
bered that some of the boats are exclusively stock boats, 
small and probably not in charge of men who treat the 
workers as well as on the American liners. 


A word as to these workers. In the particular batch 


on the Minneapolis there was not an Englishman, and 


not as American besides myself. For the most part, they 
were Jews; some were Germans; others Roumanians, 
Hungarians, etc. In the bunkroom the language heard 
was an unintelligible jargon of Yiddish and other gibber- 
ish. I did not hear a word of voluntary English spoken 
there on the trip. Most of the men could understand 
and speak English, but among themselves they talked 
their own language. I “chummed” with a fairly intelli- 
gent young Hungarian, who spoke passable English. In 
almost every case, the workers had spent a few years in 
this country, made a little pile, and were going home to 
spend it. The cattle bosses detest this class. They call 
the passage-workers “stiffs” for the reason that, as a 
rule, they are very close-fisted, and the cattle men seem 


to have a grudge against them for saving passage money 


by honest labor. 


The cattle bosses and sub-bosses are a rough but de- 
cent lot. They have many irritating experiences with 
stupid foreigners, the workers often doing as little as 
possible. The bosses are not Chesterfields, but I think 
that an American or Englishman, or anybody who does 
his work faithfully and with a fair degree of efficiency, 
will have little cause to complain of the treatment he re- 
ceives. There is no brutality allowed toward the work- 
ers, and I heard of only one blow being struck on the 
voyage. I saw much of provocation. 


The cattle are in charge of a foreman. In this case 
the foreman was William Hunt, an American and a gen- 
tleman. For obvious reasons he was especially consid- 
erate toward me, and on many occasions he stepped to 
the bunkroom at dinner, tipped me the wink, and when 
I followed him to his cabin, he filled my plate with cabin 
fare, which relieved the situation immensely. Cabin 
fare beats “skouse,” there’s no use talking. :

ULTRA-V IOLET RAYS BROUGHT INTO 
_EFFECTUAL USE. 


ASHINGTON, D. C., April 16.—A new proof of | 
W death, which Prof. Elmer Gates of this city says 
he has discovered, now has the medical world 
very much by the ears. ¢ 
By subjecting animal matter to certain chemical rays, 
Prof. Gates saye he has demonstrated that a living body 
will cast a shadow, whereas a dead body will not. In 
other words, flesh pulsating with life is to these new 


Trays as is metal to the X-rays, whereas dead flesh is as 


transparent to their light as is paper or leather, or flesh 
itself, to the X-rays. 


Making the New Rays. 


These new rays are not X-rays, although they are non- 


luminous. They are produced quite differently, and al- 


sin, without casting a shadow or causing the color of the 
rhodopsin to change over the corresponding area. 
Any living animal is opaque to these rays, however, 


and will cast a shadow as long as it retains life. This 
may perhaps be explained, he states, by the fact that in 
the living animal there are constantly going on many 
| chemical and electrical motions, while in the dead ani- 
mal the protoplasm is congested. Bearing directly upon 


this point is a series of experiments which he says he 
made in a room whose walls, ceiling and floor were lined 
throughout with sheets of lead, connected with the earth 
by electric conductors passing through a galvanometer 
sufficiently sensitive to measure the amount of electric- 
ity emitted by any person in the room. : 
That the body, in every muscle and nerve, is electric- 
ally excited whenever exercised he demonstrated, ac- 
cording to his statement, with this apparatus. Every 
muscle and nerve appears to be an electric conductor. If 
a person lift his arm and keep the muscles tense, they 
give off more electric energy than when kept at rest. 
During exercise of the mind even, there appear to bé 
similar electric discharges into the surrounding atmos- 
phere, and if two brothers were sent separately into this 
lead-lined room, being there told for the first time that 
their mother was dead, the galvanometer would prob-

though akin to the X-rays they are about as different 
from them as they are different from sound. Since 1891, 
he says, he has been experimenting with light rays 
about five octaves above the violet light, seen when a 
ray of sunlight is passed through a prism. Lest this 
sound technical to the layman, let it be explained that. 
the vibrations of light are grouped in octaves, just as 
are those of sound. Of the seven fundamental colors 
cast by a prism penetrated by sunlight, the rays of the 
red have the slowest vibrations and those of the violet 
the most rapid. So limited is the scope of the human 
eye under ordinary conditions that it cannot perceivé 
rays of light slower than the red or faster than the vio- 
let. Some of the lower animals are supposed to have 
greater scope, however, particularly those which prow! 
in the darkness, and which are believed to see objects 
in the light of rays whose vibrations are slower than the 
red. So then, the “ultra-violet” rays, which the experi- 
menter saye he has been using. in these tests, are about 
five octaves higher—or quicker in vibration—than the 
brightest perceptible violet rays which shine down upon 
us on sunny days. These invisible “ultra-violet” rays 


are also present in sunlight, and according to some sei- 


entists are harmful to us in very hot weather when they 
penetrate our clothes and strike at our vital parte. How- 
ever, they can only be isolated from other rays by such 
a device as this inventor says he has perfected. 


In artificially producing these highly-penetrative rays 
‘he uses a vacuum tube, which he claims to be more 
nearly an absolute chemical vacuum than any device 
hitherto invented. He places this tube in a magnetic 
field and projects through it polarized light. This light 
takes the form of the rays in question, and will pass 
through objects opaque to rays of light which the eye 
can discern. In this tube, however, there are none of 


the phenomena of phosphorescence that appear in the 


Crooke’s tube, used for making X-rays. 
The Shadow on the Wall. 


These new rays, although invisible wher produced in 
an ordinary room, were made visible, Prof. Gates says, 


when projected upon a wall coated with rhodopsin, a 


substance whose colcr he found to be altered by the ac- 
tion of the raye in question. This rhodopsin is the vis- 
ible purple of the retina, or seeing substance of the eye, 
upon which light acts. That used in the experiment 
was extracted from the eyes of freshly slaughtered an- 
imals. 

All known inorganic and dead organic matter is 
found to be transparent in these rays, according to the 
inventor. Unlike the X-rays, they shine through metals, 
bones, and euch substances held between the tube 
emittine these rovs and the wall covered with rhodop- 


ably show which of the two would suffer the greater 
emotion. So then, in the living body of any animal— 
‘man or beast—there are electric waves hurrying in all! 
directions through the nerves and muscles. Light waves, 
which, too, are electric waves, cannot penetrate such a 
bundle of electric. impulses, according to Prof. Gates. 


Experiment With Rat. 


When a live rat, for example, is placed in a hermet- 
ically-sealed glass tube, held in the path of these rays 
and before the sensitized wall, a distinct shadow is al- 
leged by the inventor to be cast by the animal as-iong 
as it remains alive. After it dies, however—and aftér a 
certain lapse of time—it becomes suddenly transparent. 

The experimenter further states that one of his as- 
sistants made the alleged discovery that at the momerit 
of death the shadowy form of the animal in the tube 
would move upward on the sensitized wall: This alleged 
discovery has been widely circulated and greatly exag- 
gerated, according to Prof. Gates, and although he never 
observed such a phenomenon himself, he has been “put 
in the attitude of a believer in a psychic meaning or im- 
plication of the experiment. Similar harm, he says, 
was done him by sensation mongers, who hawked about 
a story that he had discovered that emotions are reg- 
istered in a scale of colors. 


These rays may be of great value to physicians, not 


only in determining whether a person is actually dead, 
but in locating dead tissues within the body—especially 
a dead foetus, the professor believes. In the opinion of 
medico-legal authorities with whom the writer has dis- 
cussed the problem, an unimpeachable proof of death 
is greatly needed. The most. popular means of making 
tests are the phonetoscope, by which the last heart mur- 
mur can be heard; the ophthalmoscope, revealing in the 
eye certain changes resulting from death; the cold mir- 
ror, flake of cotton, or feather applied to the lips for 
evidences of breathing; the vessel of water, or mercury, 
placed upon the abdomen to reveal slight movements, 
and the holding of the hands against the sunlight to de- 
termine whether they are still translucent.

MOUNTAIN VIEWS AND HAUNTS OF 


BLOOM ABOUT Los ANGELES. 
By a Special Contributor. 
HIS is the question so many are asking now, when 
planning to spend some of these brilliant blue and 
green days in the open, before the grass begins to 
yéllow and the sun to grow too warm. The environs of 
Los Angeles offer many delightful spots for picnics, wild- 
flower hunts, or tramping expeditions, yet there are 
probably hundreds of even old residents who are at a 
loss for a definite knowledge of where else to go when 


their few accustomed haunts have grown too familiar. 
Elysian Park is a favorite resort always, but those per- 


sons have not learned the true secret of its charm who 
ride down to the Fremont entrance on a street car and 


then wander along the artificially beautified walks with- 
out penetrating to its inner mysteries. The best way to 


| 


enjoy this group of hills is to leave the car at Bernado 
street, just north of the Baker Works, follow west to the 


end of the street where the oil derricks almost lean | 


against the steep hillside rising behind, and then toil up 
the well-worn path to the summit, where every pros- 
pect pleases and only hat advertisements are vile. “Sil- 
verwood Heights” would not be a bad name to attach to 
this cactus-crowned eminence with its commanding 
view, known to our childhood simply as “Big Hill,” but 
to substitute an “a” between the H and T takes all the 
poetry out of it. 

The path ends with the top of this hill, but the good 
climber will find pleasure in dipping down into the val- 
ley on the other side, climbing the next range, and, by 
persistently following the main ridge across, penetrat- 
ing Elysian Park by quite an exclusive side entrance. 
This brings one up directly to Mt. McKinley, marked by 
the flagstaff, and from which, it is claimed, one can look 
into seven different counties on a clear day—Orange, 
Riverside, San Bernardino, Ventura, Kern and San 
Diego, besides our own, with the mountains of Old Mex- 
ico showing far to the south and the peaks of Santa Cat- 
alina thirty miles out In the blue Pacific to the west. 
Then, if one still does not wish to follow the foot courses 
of the multitude, he can break his way down the steep 


- hillside on the northern slope overhanging the river bed, 


through the silver-white sagebrush, the pungent south- 
ern wood, dark-leaved holly and yellow-flowered elder, to 
the damp, cool places where the maidenhair and gold- 
backs grow. This precipitous descent terminates with 
the sequestered path bordering the old zanja, which, it is 
fondly hoped by many lovers of the picturesque, may 
some day come again into its own as a conduit of real 
water. Formerly this path was one of the most delight- 
ful walks to be found anywhere in this vicinity, and it is 
still wonderfully attractive in spite of the deflection of 
the stream into underground pipes. There are many 
inviting spots here where one may eat his luncheon 


w while feasting his eyes on the panorama of hills to the 


north and east, and if he cares to thread his way further 
down to the sandy river bottom, he can find, besides net- 
tles, quantities of delicious watercress to add relish to 
his sandwiches. 3 
But for those good people who would hold communion 
with Nature in her visible forms and are yet rather 


heavy on their feet, this last described retreat is more 


easily accessible if they remain on the yellow Garvanza 


- car until it reaches the turn at Avenue 20 and Dayton. 


They can then cross the big bridge at the left, with the 
Pigeon Farm just beyond and its millions of bits of ani- 
mated mosaic hovering around in the atmosphere, and 
find themselves in the very heart of Elysian, on the 
zanja path. This path, faithfully followed westward, 
leads eventually to the greenhouses and nursery of the 
park. 

Elysian, however, offers rather poor inducements in 
the way of wild flowers. The less pretentious varieties 
are to be found there in abundance, but for the showy 
beauties in any profusion, one must seek further. To 
leave the yellow Garvanza car at Avenue 45 and take 


the road leading up the cafion to the left, turning off to 


the right where the road branches, and following it on 
up as it winds to the summit, brings you to one of the 
richest fields of Mariposa lilles—those delicate-tinted 
things which so fittingly typify the soul—the psyche—in 
their butterfly beauty. These hills afford a wonderful 
view also, across the San Fernando Valley from the 
east, looking toward the Santa Monica mountains, Grif- 
fith Park and the Elysian hills. You can see the Glen- 
dale car skim along the base of the far hills like a di- 
minutive cash box in a department store, then turn and 
cross the open valley, while the faint rumble of its flying 
wheels is borne through the midday gtillness to the 
ears of the watcher on the opposite height. These hills 


yield other flowers also the omnipresent hrodiaea. purple

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and stately, buttercups, tidy tips, and quantities of the 
little yellow sunshine, growing so thick and close to the 
ground that it dazzles one’s eyes with its reflection of 
the light, and powders his shoes with gold dust as he 
wades through it. But the lavender lilies are the chief 
charm. 


Farther along toward Garvanza, the hillside which 
‘stretches westward parallel with Avenue 50, so lovely in 
its variegated green of live oak, elder, sage, locust and 
grasses, is very alluring, but has the disadvantage of 
being infested with horn-bearing cows and fenced in 
with barbed wire, as the writer recently discovered, to 
the agitation of her nerves and the mutilation of her 
garments. And here let another word of warning be 
inserted, this with regard to poison oak. It is the part 
of wisdom to take no chances with shining crimson 
leaves, wherever found or however attractive-looking, 
and in addition, to bathe the face and hands with a 
strong solution of common baking soda before and after 
going out among the hills. 


If you are a very good walker, indeed, you will enjoy 
a tramp to Eagle Rock, the road to which picturesque 
place leads directly west from Avenue 56. It is well 


to take this trip at a time when you can walk there in 
the afternoon, eat your luncheon for supper, and make 
the return trip by moonlight. This is rather a long 
tramp. 

East of Pasadena avenue, several of the cross: streets 
from Glen Mary to Avenue 54 or 55, lead down into the 
Arroyo Seco, which has many delights to offer to the 


picnickers. There are clean, white rocks and sand, white, | 


smooth-limbed sycamores with their clear green foliage, 
and a quiet little brook to add the last artistic touch. 
Mineral Park, located further east in the Arroyo, is ac- 
cessible from Pasadena avenue, where the car stops be- 
fore crossing the bridge just beyond Garvanza. The 
path leads down on the north side of the bridge and is 
supplemented by a board walk further down. 

Another pleasant resort is Johnson’s Lake, just over 
the hill from the picturesque and romantic Church of 
the Angels. The red Garvanza car takes you to the 
church, and the lake is reached by following the wagon 
road on around the hill and then turning to the right. 
Formerly a tunnel through the hill made a short cut to 
this place, but that is filled up now, and to cross the 
hill itself is an interesting climb, but rather a rough one. 
The lake is a pretty little sheet of water, with a border 
of splendid live oaks on the south side, which have 
carpeted the bank with brown leaves and make a de- 
lightful shade. The road leading eastward winds 
through thickets of pink wild roses, yellow dragon flow- 
ers, clematis, and vines of many sorts. This is a beau- 
tiful little place, and is set in an exquisite circle of dim- 
pling hills, with the far blue outline of the Sierra Ma- 
dres making the northern background. . 

If one wishes simply to walk for the pleasure of walk- 
ing, a pretty trip can be taken by following the Mission 
Road from Eastlake Park out into the San Gabriel Val- 
ley, making Alhambra the destination, or Ramona Con- 
vent, which looms conspicuously some little distance 
from the car line, to the east. This offers the additional 
advantage of a convenient car to bring one back to town 
when tired of using the more primitive method of trans- 
portation. 

Several charming places can be reached by taking the 
Glendale car to Ivanhoe Station. If one has only a lim- 
ited time and does not wish to put it all in in actual 
travel, he can follow the wagon road, which winds up 
the hill behind the power-house, and turn off sharply to 
the right where the plank bridge crosses the zanja bed 
under the first big live oak tree. This leads to a flight 
of steps cut in the hillside up to the top of the ridge, and 
here one can take his choice of spreading oaks, under

He had been out working 
in the fields in the early morning, and had seen a band 
of wild-eyed men armed with muskets and bright swords 
Slip out of the dawn and creep stealthily down toward 
the farm where the missionary, Mr. Green, and his fam- 
ily were in hiding. 

Anticipating that sooner or later their refuge would 
become known to the Boxers, the fugitives had contrived 
to cut a passageway through the cliff that the house was 
built against. One of the smaller rooms of the kitchen 
had been joined with two tumble-down caves at the back 
of buildings which had been once used as a dwelling 
place, leaving only a very small entrance on the house 2 
side. The existence of this hiding place had been kept 
carefully secret. 

The warning came just in time. The band of Chinese 
were already surrounding the house when the fugitives 
crept down into their cave, hiding the entrance behind 
a heap of household utensils. Breathlessly awaiting 
events, they could hear the harsh cries of the Boxers as 
they forced a way into the house and the tramping of 
their feet as they strode about hunting for the Chris- 
tians. 


There was little chance of escaping notice, and finally 
Mr. Green decided to go out and plead with the Chinese 
for the lives of the ladies and children. He groped his 
way slowly in the darkness along the dugout passage, 
and, lifting the curtain which covered the hole, com- 
menced to creep out. There was a sharp, angry cry, a 
flash, and the murmur of flying shot, and he fell back 
through the ehtrance, shot in the head and face. Covered 
with blood, he staggered to his feet and leaned against 
the wall for support. : 

Outside, the courtyard was full of noise. The Boxers 
were running to and fro in the sunlight, bringing ladders 
to scale the wall and shouting their vengeance. The 
shots began to splutter against the woodwork of the in- 
terior of the house, and Mr. Green retreated back into 
the cave. “They’ve shot me in the head, dear,” he said 
to his wife “It is certain death for us now, and only a 
matter of time.” 

Cooped up in the dark cave, the only sounds the heavy . 


breathing of the men and the low sobbing of the chil- 


dren, the minutes passed like hours. The waiting for 
death grew well nigh intolerable, and at last the party 
decided to march out and meet their death in the open. 
Mr. Green led the way along the passage into the 
kitchen. Everything was silent, and nobody was to be 
seen. He stepped across the threshold into the court- 
yard, and drew back involuntarily. On either side of the 
door, close against the wall, stood two men with huge, 
ghastly swords uplifted. There was a brief pause; the 
next second the whole party were in the hands of the 
Boxers, who first imprisoned and then released them. 


The life of a missionary in the Arctic Circle is one 
long adventure. The greatest danger that has to be 
guarded against is the cracking of the ice. Often an ice 
field will split from the mainiand, and go drifting south, 
bearing the unfortunate people on it to death. 


A convert was carried away on one occasion, but was 
fortunately rescued. Mr. Peck, who spent two years 
among the Eskimos had a perilous journey across the 
ice. | 

“As the evening advanced we began to think about our 
sleeping quarters. No snow, however, suitable for our 
purpose could be found. A kind of small gully, with a 
sloping, grassy-looking side of ice, some fifteen feet high, 
presented, however, a possible ascent to the land, on 
which we knew plenty of suitable snow could be found. 
So we made for the gully. The dogs managed to climb 
some distance up the ascent, but could get no farther. 
Muneapik (our dog driver) then made holes in the ice 
with a harpoon, which gave us a kind of footing. We 
then hauled away at the dogs’ traces, and finally suc- 
ceeded in getting both dogs and sledge up the incline. 
Beyond the gully we built our house. A perfect ‘Jack- 
in-the-box’ affair—not more than five feet high and some 
fifteen feet in circumference. Here the three of us—my- 
self, my man, and a boy—were closely packed together. 
I made coffee with a methylated spirit lamp, the steam 
from the water finally turning into a kind of hoar frost. 

“After supper we had prayer, and I then managed, I 
hardly know how, to get into my sleeping bag, where I 
slept pretty well through the night.” 


In this way Mr. Peck traveled about ninety miles in 
three days. At one time a pack of hungry wolves at- 
tacked a sledge, and the usefulness of guns and a good 
supply of ammunition was proved. 

During the last stage of his journey on the ice nothing 
could be seen for a long time on account of a dense kind 
of hoar frost which rose in clouds from the open sea. 
“A gale of wind in such a position would probably have 
carried ice, sledge, and all of us right away. Our driver 
and guide kept the dogs well in hand. I felt half-frozen, 
and longed to get a glimpse of the land, so as to find out 
our true position. Some three hours after we joyfully 
saw through a break in the mist, a point of land.” Then 
the party met some Eskimos, who, with a few dogs, were 
wending their way over the gloomy waste looking for 
seal holes. They took Mr. Peck to their dwelling, “right 
out on the frozen sea some five miles from land,” where | 
he was welcomed to the comforts of a snow house.

ENGLISH PLANT NAMES. 


NEED OF AN AUTHORITATIVE BooK ON 
5 THE SUBJECT. 


By Ernest Braunton, 


N California, where all the best vegetation of the 
| * has been brought together, we should have 
more English names for plants. Latin names we 
have, of course, but many of these are interesting only 
to the botanist or plant expert, and convey no meaning 
to the great mass of plant lovers, even those most high- 


ly educated, for they are, as a rule, only interested in 


the beauty and uses of plants; and to whom long names, 
in foreign tongues, sound little short of ridiculous, and 
which too often prove annoying. | 


We have urgent need of a book, written by an author- 
ity, that will give the English names of all plants hav- 


ing them, as well as providing suitable ones for those 


now known only by “jaw-breaking” Latin or Latinized 


Greek names. Other countries have such books, why 


plants will grow wef? in 1 garden soil, enriched 
with liquid stable manure or- some good fertilizer; but 
a great many plants would not thrive at all in such 
soil. Never overwater; it were better for most plants 
if the supply were a little limited rather than overabun- 
dant. A good general rule is to wait until the top of 
the soil is quite dry, then give a thorough watering. 
See that the drainage is perfect, for without good drain- 
age no plant can thrive. ~ 


Do Not Overshade the Dwelling. 


Unhealthy influences are induced ‘and fostered in dwell- 
ings where proper ventilation is retarded by dense tree 
shade. Moss-covered walls and roofs, constantly damp, 
are clearly indications of interrupted ventilation. Heat 
is the primary factor in ventilation. Without this 
prime motor we can have no appreciable movement in 
the atmosphere, and where the rays of the sun are in- 
tercepted by the foliage of trees this healthful movement 
in the air is reduced to a minimum, and dampness, with 
its never-failing accompaniment of sickly 72 
pervades the cool, overshaded dwelling.

should not we? As for the science of the matter—there 
is no more of science in one language than another. 
The writer prides himeelf upon his knowledge of scien- 
tific names, which, to him, are necessary, but he has, 
nevertheless, no desire to inflict the same upon those 
whose interest lies in the plants rather than their 
names, relationships, etc. When there is a good English 
name for a plant it should have preference over all 
others, and the ecientific name, while always mentioned, 
should be incidental. English names need never change, 
while botanists are ever wrangling over the identity of 
some plants, added to which is the evil of having dif- 
ferent schools of botany... Being scientific, botanical 
names must sometimes be changed in accordance with 
recently-discovered facts, but a California Big Tree may 
always be so called, whether it is a Sequoia or a Welling- 
tonia. 
Old-Fashioned Flowers 

The old-fashioned rows of flowers on each side of the 
door yard path are still blooming in many hearts that 
have grown old but are still warm. Our dearest mem- 
ory of the old home is the hollyhocks, the four-o’clocks, 
the touch-me-nots, the morning glories, the cypress 
vines—those dear old names. Don’t let your children 
grow up without flowers blooming everywhere around 
them.

Suffering is often endured rather 
than declare a beautiful flower brought by a friend of- 
fensive. Really the best place for flowers is just out- 
side the sick room window, where they are never offen- 
sive, but always suggestive of the bright out door.

Purposes of Parks. 


Even if the true purpose of a large park has been kept 
in view during the process of selecting the land, deter- 
mining upon its landscape features, designing its nec- 
essary construction and plantations, it is too often lost 
sight of subsequently, and there is a marked tendency 
to artificialize the landscape. But whenever it is 
thought wise for a municipality to provide 7 attrac- 
tions, these should be limited in kind and number and 
be carefully devised. It would not be wise or economical 
for a city to destroy or injure broad and beautiful park

In Europe the formal or geometrical style of garden 
architecture is largely used. In England and America 
the naturalistic effect is mostly preferred. Both styles 
have their advocates, and it is unfortunate that those 
who prefer the formal style can see little beauty in the 
natural style, and vice versa. But there is beauty in 
both if in harmony with immediate surroundings. It is 
possible to have a place planted in both styles, al- 
though great care must be taken in the proper blending 
.of the two. Large buildings are essentially formal in 
character, and where the grounds are limited, no attempt 
should be made to form naturalistic effects. On the other 
hand, a park of broad acres, or an extensive country es- 
tate, planted throughout in a formal manner, would

By whom, or when Abel or Able was first assumed as 
a surname is uncertain. In 86 A. D., there was a relig- 
ious sect in Northern Africa called Abelitae or Abelians. 
On Battle Abbey Roll are the names Abel] and Abel, 
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the latter a tenant in Kent. Essex is another county 
where the family flourished. The name is also found in 
Domesday Book. It was one of the most popular of 


During the reign of Edward I. it appears as a particu- 
darly prominent one. 

Among well-known members of the family are Thomas 
Abel, chaplain to Henry VIII. His defense of Queen 
Catherine, which is entitled “Invicta Veritas,” cost him 


his head. He was condemned for treason, and executed 


1540, a victim to his unsparing defense of his Queen and 
friend. 

Karl Abel, a celebrated German musician, attained 
great distinction as a composer, and was chamber musi- 
cian to the Queen of George III. 

One of the acutest mathematicians of modern times 
was Niels Abel, borne in Norway, 1802. Legendre's 
eulogy of him is a forcible one—‘Quelle tete celle du 
jenne Norvegien.“ 

One of the first of the family in this country was Rob- 
ert, who probably came over in Gov. Winthrop’s fleet. 
He was made freeman May 18, 1631, at Weymouth, Mass. 
Twenty years later, Christopher Abeel, born in Holland, 
settled at Beaverwick, now Albany. He was a master 
carpenter, and built the first Dutch church, and was its 
treasurer. He held several important town offices. His 
name appears upon the records as the “honorable Stoffle 
Jans Abeel.” His son Johannes was Mayor of Albany 
about the end of the seventeenth century. His wife was 
Catalina Schuyler, and his sons were Christoffel and 
David. The bride of David's son, who was named for 
his father, rejoiced in the euphonic name Neeltje Van 
Bergen Van Katckel. Rather more than the usual al- 
lowance of honorable prefixest 

Caleb was another pilgrim father and one of the foun- 
ders of the Connecticut branch. He settled in Bozrah 
or Norwich. 

In 1750, the traditional three brothers came from Eng- 
land. One, Jonathan, made his home in Connecticut;

From earliest times we find the family casting their 
jot with all loyal citizens, and helping to fight the battles 
of their country. 

Preserved Abell, of Rehoboth, Mass., was in the Nar- 
ragansett fight, and also lieutenant under Gallop. in the 
romantic expedition of Sir William Phipps, in 1690, 
against Quebec.

Col. James Abeel, son of David, of the Albany line, 
was quartermaster on Washington's staff.

he was an American, and held in profoundest contempt 
any person who proved recreant to his country. The 
British admiral said he was too great a rebel] to release, 
and kept him prisoner till the end of the war. 

The three sons of Jonathan, pilgrim, viz., David, WII 
liam and Andrew, were in the Revolution. The rifie 
which David carried he bequeathed to his son Roswell. 
It is an heirloom passed on from Roswell to Roswell. 
“Liberty or Death” is inscribed upon it, every letter still 
being distinct. 

The first Roswell married Betsy Mason, whose father 
was a Revolutionary soldier. They removed West, and 
are founders of that branch of the Able family. 
Among officers, of the family, mentioned in Heit- 
man's Register of the Revolution, are Capt. James Abel. 
of New York; Ensign Rufus, of Connecticut; Paymaster 
and afterward Lieut. Abel Abell, of Norwich, Conn. 
Gen. Elijah Abell, a gallant officer in the Revolution. 
was a direct descendant of Caleb, the first, a Yale gradu- 
ate, well informed, energetic and upright.” 


William Able was captain of infantry. He was from 
Goshen, Mass., a town which bestowed many honors 
upon the family. We find, among other duties, that 
Joshua, Jr., with two others, was invited by the chtrch 
to act as “quirister.” Those were the days of the sim- 
plified spelling. ce 

Norwich and Lebanon, Conn., have always been 
strongholds of the family. 

David Abeel, the missionary, was of the New Jersey 
branch. He was one of the first to give a helping hand 
to the women of the far east, founding with others a so- 
ciety for promoting their education. : 

The family has been well represented in the medical 
profession, and in journalism. Two famous papers, the 
Ledger, of Philadelphis, and the Sun, of Baltimore. were 
founded by Arunah S. Abell. ; 

The romance of the family centers about John Abee! 
a fur dealer and friend of the Indians. He married an 
Indian princess, Aliquipiso, of the Seneca tribe. Their 
son John was the great corn planter, who was a personal 
friend of Washington and of great assistance to him. 
He died in 1836, at Cornplanter Island, in the Alleghany 
River. The name has been preserved by the Senecas, 
and one of the Indian chiefs who visited at Albany, 
about a dozen years ago, was named Abele. 


In “Americans of Royal Descent” we find that the de 
scendants of some branches of the Able family trace 
back to Rollo the Dane, 912, and his wife, Lady Poppa, 
daughter of the Count of Bayeaux; another line can 
claim Alfred Se Great for an ancestor, several times re- 
moved.

IMPRESSIONS MADE BY A VISIT TO 
SHAKESPEARE’S HOME.

OW utterly impossible it is to describe the im- 
H pression which came to me when at last I stepped 
across the threshold and entered the sacred pre- 
cincts of Trinity Church at Stratford, where, as all the 
world knows, repose the ashes of the immortal Shakes- 
peare. From early morning | had had been as one who 
walked in a trance, for the day long dreamed of, long 
imagined, and fervently wished for. had come at last. 

We had taken the train in the morning at Northamp- 
ton, and dur journey had lain through a piece of rural 
England, which was a constantly-shifting scene of in- 
terest. Nothing to me can equal the beauty, finish, ideal 
charm, and quiet of an English landscape. Comfortable 
little villages, quaint old churches, green hedge 
rows, delightful” roads, running streams, cosy cot- 
tages, fertile fields of verdant pasture or wav- 
ing grain, thrifty farmhouses, glorious oak trees, 
gnarled and ancient, and restful undulating slopes, gay 
with variegated flowers, all make up a picture, and pre- 
sent a constantly entertaining panorama, wflich once 
seen can never be forgoften. 

The country through which we came must have been 
much the same in appearance as when the great poet, as 
a lad, wandered over these fields and through these 
woods. The farmers’ wives who, at a station as we 


neared the town, came into our compartment on their 


way to market, rosy and comfortatie-looking, with their 


- baskets of products from the dairy and garden, might 


easily be supposed to be the identical images of those 
of Shakespeare's time. 


“All out for Stratford,” called the guard, and we hur- 
ried from the railway carriage to find ourselves stand- 
ing at the little station, almost dazed at the. thought that 
the day for which we had eo often longed, was here at 
last. It seems to me as I recall it now, that it was like 
no other day of all my life. Some one has asked: 
“What part of England is most delightful?” and the re- 
ply might fittingly be: “Every part,” for each place 
seems to have a character, a history and a charm of its 
own, There is but one Stratford-on-Ayon in all the 
world, as there is but one Shakespeare. How delight- 
ful it would be if one could transfer to paper, the feel- 
ings and impressions, and sentiments of this one day 
like no other, and what a pleasure, were it possible to do 
30, to describe the charm and “beauty of this quaint, 
quiet, old-fashioned, famous little town. It seems 0 
me it would have lain there forever, unknown like some 
Sleeping Beauty, had not thie prince of the human heart 
found it, awakened it, and conferred on it some of his 
own deathless fame. It must have heen but a trick of 
the imagination, but it did seem as though the spirits 
of those whom the great dramatist quickened in his un- 
dying pages into an age-long life have conspired to 
throw over the scene of his birth and home and death 
and final resting place, a subtle charm such as exists no- 
where else. No doubt Stratford would have been one 
of the most delightful towns on earth, had there been 
no Shakespeare, and certainly had he been born else- 


“where, his fame would have enriched that other place, 


but there seems to be a subtle relation and fitness, be- 
tween Stratford and the matchless genius who will make 
the place famous as long as time shall last. More than 
340 years have passed since the birth of the babe who 
was to cast such imperishable renown upon the place, 
but the interest deepens rather than wanes, as annually 
some 35,000 devotees from all parts of the civilized 
globe pause there to do homage to his memory, and to 
bear testimony to his lasting hold on the hearts and 
minds of men. 

Two places attract and charm the tourist as no others, 
the house in which he was born, and the church in which 
he was buried. These two buildings, which mark the 
dawn and the close of his earthly career, lie not far 
epart, and yet what a universe of thought and experience 


lies between. 


We visited the church first. Down through the long 
green archway of lofty overfianging and intertwining 
trees, we walked, awed, thankful, rejoicing. The calm- 
faced, black-robed young priest met us at the door, offer- 
ing to show us about, but we declined his services. This 
is the one spot, of all this land, in which to be left alone, 
to find one’s Way unaided into the treasures, and to re- 
ceive in accoril with one’s own impulses the impressions 
which are inseparably associated with this Mecca of the 
literary world. 

One should not hurry here. He should dream, an 
think, and remember, and let the mystic charm and 
wonder of this quiet holy place surround him, and 
sink into his soul. So we did not hurry toward the altar, 
the place we longed to see most of all, but lingered, read- 
ing various uninteresting inscriptions, and looking upon 
things which, though beautiful, interesting and sugges- 
tive enough in themselves, are 60 overshadowed by 
what is to come, as to receive only a cursory glance. In 


fact, about everything but Shakespeare in this church 


seems to have been completely effaced from my memory. 
Well and truthtully does Washington Irving say: “The 
mind refuses to dwell here on anything that is not con- 
nected with the immortal bard, whose earthly remains 


have made the spot famous. His idea seems to pervade 


the place; the whole pile seems but as his monument.” 
After a while we come, at the rear of the church, to 
the ancient parish register, a great book in which for 
untold years were recorded the vital statistics of the 
little town. The old volume, yellow and sear with age, 
is kept opened under a glass case, and two entries are 
pointed out, one recording the baptism and the other the 
death of the immortal dramatist. The of these 

of April 
23, 1616. How little could the scribe, who in ¢ramped, 


and almost illegible hand, penned the first of these rec- 
ords, “1564, April 26, Gullelmus, filius Johannes Shaks- 
pere,” have thought of the multitudes, who as the years 
and centuries pase would look upon this item, which to 
him could have no specia] meaning. And even when the 
latter record was made, the world had not really dis- 
covered its most astonishing genius. Nothing could be a 
more genuine testimony to his real greatness than the 
fact that ever since that day the star of his fame has 
been in the ascendant, and that each eucceeding genera- 
tion only etrengthens his claim to being the greatest, 
most enlightening and many-sided dramatist and poet 
of human nature that the world has ever produced. 

He was born April 23, three days before his baptismal 
record was made, and died on the same day of the month. 

How singular and interesting it is that the month in 
which the resurrection of épringtime appears in all its 
rarest promise, and beauty, should mark at once the ad- 
vent and departure of him who was preéminently the 
child and lover of nature. 8 

Finally we make our way to the front of the church, 
and stand at last before the bust of Shakespeare, said 
to have been executed soon after his death, by Gerard 
Johnson. Just beneath it, on the north side of the 
chapel, is the marble slab in the floor which marks his 
final resting place. and near at hand the graves of his 
wife and daughter are seen. We read again the familiar 
lines in which the great poet speaks as though from his 
final resting place, imploring that his ashes may for- 
ever remain undisturbed. 

“Good frend, for lesvs sake forbear, 

To digg the dvst enclosed heare, b 
Blest be ye man yt spares thes stones, a 
And cvrst be he yt moves my bones.” 

This request, it is needless to say, has, with almost su- 
perstitious reverence, been religiously heeded. In all 
human probability, this wish, which was during his life- 
time penned by the great man himself, will continue to 
be heeded, and while some have felt that his mortal re- 
mains ought to occupy a place in the poets’ corner in 
Westmineter Abbey, this will probably never be the case, 
though a noted statue of him has long stood in this 
world-famed mausoleum. 

At the left of the bust is the beautiful memorial win- 
dow, contributed by American visitors, depicting in bib- 
lical characters and scenes, the “Seven Ages of Man.” 
It is a most beautiful memorial, artistic and reverent in 
conception, and delightfully wrought out. 

With bowed and uncovered heads we stood long and 
reverently before this sacred spot, voicing in subdued 
whispers the thoughts which came to us in this unique 
moment. And after our souls had been filled with all 
the hush and sacredness of the place, when all the hal- 
lowed and subtle associations of the spot had thronged 
upon our hearts, we went out into the old graveyard. 
There amid the clustering and moss-grown tombs of 
many former generations, under the green bower of the 
ancient and overhanging trees, by the side of the placid 
waters of the beautiful Avon, we sought the spot where 
Washington Irving penned the most charming descrip- 
tion of Strafford ever written. 

Coming out into the sunshine we seem to have re- 
entered the twentieth century for a time. A little way 
up the river is the beautiful and interesting Shakespeare 
Menforial Building and Theater, erected in 187% Though 
new, modern and almost obtrusively out of harmony 
with its antique and storied surroundings, it is well 
worth a visit. Near by is the large Shakespeare Monu- 
ment in which the colossal] figure of the poet is sur- 
rounded by others representing Lady Macbeth, Prince 
Hal, Falstaff and Hamlet, each of which has in turn a 
symbolic meaning, representing respectively Tragedy, 
History, Comedy and Philosophy. 

The theater is an unusually fine building, containing 
an art gallery of pictures and paintings of Shakespeare, 
gathered from all parts of the world, and a library of 
the various editions of his printed works, probably far 
the most complete that will ever be made. The view 
from the tower is one which is more than worth the 
climb which makes it possible, and the picture spread 
out before one, of the town, the peaceful Avon, the 
church, and the surrounding country, is one which seems 
to me to be absolutely ideal. The interesting thing 
about the theater is that here every April, the Shakes- 
peare month, famous actors congregate to participate in 
the annual memorial performances of the great dra- 
matist’s marvelous plays. 

‘The other place of extreme interest at Stratford is the 
Shakespeare House, the birthplace and early home of the 
illustrious bard. This antiquated building stands close 
by the public highway on Henley street, and is faithfully. 
portrayed as to external appearance by the innumer- 
able and familiar pictures, which all have seen. This 
house is now, and has been for a considerable time, the 
property of the nation, and is kept with great care, as 
one of the priceless relics of the past. Notwithstanding 
the numerous changes which must of necessity have oc- 
curred since 1664, it is believed that considerable of the 
original house still remains, and that the heavy timber 
framework, most of the interior walls, the floors, the 
cellar, and chimneys are identical with those of Shakes- 
peare’s babyhood. It is a quaint old structure, some- 
what barren and unattractive, with an enormous fire- 
place in the kitchen and general living-room, and was no 
doubt in its time reckoned as one of the most attractive 
and commodious residences of the day. Many years ago 
it was completely restored, no effort being spared to 
make it in every possible particular precisely as when 


occupied by John Shakespeare, before and after the birth 


of his illustrious son. 

How impossible was it for his mother, Mary Arden, 
when she crossed the threshold of this house which was 
to be her future home, to have dreamed of the throngs 


| who would visit the place in the coming years, counting

Music in Norway. 
A NATION WHERE ALL ARE LOVERS 
AND MAKERS or MELODY.

HE Norwegians have always been fond of music 
T 12 some torm or other Even in the times of the 
old gods they had singing. Odin, who was half 
god and half man, according to the old myths, when 
he flitted from Asia to Norway threw spells over the 
people by means of weird singing. 

Snorre Sturleson, in his saga of the Norwegian Kings, 
telle how the god and his helpers sang the “song of 
the norns,” while they performed their grewsome cere- 
monies. 

The old Vikings sailed around the world in their 
small ships, and often the fury of the elements was 
forgotten in lusty singing. When they returned to 
their burgs and gathered around the festive board with 
their women, the wooden rafters in the large halis 
would echo merry songs, while the foaming wine horns 
were frequently passed. Their instruments were per- 
haps none, or few and crude, but their voices rang 
out like the thunder of the mighty mountains. Their 
women also raised their voices in melodious singing. 
The gentle maiden would sing sweet love songs, as 
she sat at her spinning-wheel. The mother would 
hush her child to sleep with a soothing lullaby, or she 
would still its crying by singing about the heroic deeds 
of its father, either roaming on the fathomless, treacher- 
ous sea, or fighting wild battles against some hated na- 
tion. 


The Valkyries, who hovered over the warriors in 
those fierce, bloody battles, spurred them on with their 
musical cries. Those Vikings were crude and wild, 
but strong as the mountains, fierce as the rushing water- 
falls, cold as the ice, roaming and restless as the rush- 
ing wind, but dauntless, full of life and wisdom. They 
were ancestors to be proud of. The old Kings had 
their own scalds or bards that always accompanied 
them. Their duty was to sing about their own Kings 
or about the deeds of other Kings, dead or living. 


According to history, those bards were ardent ad- 
mirers of their masters, and on friendly terms with 
them. Their instruments were mostly only their splen- 
did voices and fine ear for rhythm and melody, and 
their quick, active brains. Sometimes they used an 
eight-stringed instrument called the “lute,” or e seven 
to ten-stringed “lyre,” imported from Asia beng kreat 
travelers the Vikings were in constant touch with the 
outer world and had all the luxuries of, those days. 
When “Hakon the Good” died in the year 961, he was 
mourned by all, both friends and enemies. He was 
buried with great pomp. Although the King had been 
a Christian, the country was still in the darkness of 
paganism, so his soul was sent to Valhalla. Eyvind 
Skaldaspilder, who had been the King’s scald, sang a 
long poem, praising the splendid King, and describing 
the reception he would have in Valhalla from Odin 
and the other gods. 

These scalds were highly honored and esteemed, and 
received large rewards. 

King Olaf, who wae called Saint Olaf, built the first 
Christian churches, in the years from 1015 to 1030, 
and then, of course, was introduced the beautiful mass 
of the Catholic Church. 

The songs of the.bards were handed down from gen- 
eration to generation, and probably were the beginning 
of the world-famed Norwegian folk songs. As the 


From the sixteenth to the eighteenth century, each 
township had its own organist, choirmaster and town 
musician. They were all elected by the King. The 
town musician, with his pupils, had a right to con- 
trol and perform all the instrumental music required, 
and, as a rule, he directed all public performances. 
Often their privileges were infringed upon by wander- 
ing musicians. 

In the eighteenth century the two positions of town 
musician and organist were combined into one, and in 
1840, even that position was withdrawn. The brighter 
ideas and broader culture that were introduced into 
every branch of life also gave a freer fleld for the mu- 
sicians. | 

The last century produced many great musicians. Of 
organists there were Christian Cappelen, Otto Winter 
Hjelm, and the three brothers, Christian, Jacob and 
Ludwig Lindeman, widely known, especially Ludwig 
Lindeman, who did much to better the church music. 
In 1859 he published Martin Luther’s hymns. He also 
published several collections of the beautiful Norwe- 
gian mountain melodies. Every summer he took trips in 
the mountains and gathered the melodies as they 
flowed from the people’s lips. The Parliament allowed 
him a yearly sum to aid him in his invaluable work. 

Of the many pianists the most prominent have been 
Edmund Neupert, Mrs. Erika Lie Nissen and Mrs.

He made you feel those 
long, dark winter nights when the icicles hang down 
from every tree and branch, and the cold, glittering 
snow crunches under the feet. He made you see those 
lovely bright summer nights that are so soft and still 
that you think it is a glimpse of paradise. 

Ole Bull was a true child of his country, and 60 is — 
Edward Grieg, the world-known composer. Like Ole 
Bull, Grieg’s songs are a piece of nature itself. . 

Only those who are born and brought up amongst 
those loftly mountains, narrow valleys, rushing water- 
Talls, smiling fjords and deep pine forests, and have 
seen the abundance of fragrant flowers, the fertile fields, 
the intense blue coloring, the glittering white snow, the 
wonderful shifting northlight, the clear moonlight and 
millions of stars, and have felt the intense joy of a 
glorious winter or summer day, or the deep desperate 
struggle for life, only those bak compose, sing and play 
those marvelous melodies. | 

Edward Grieg received his first music lessons from 
his mother, who was a gifted woman. But is was be- 
cause of Ole Bull’s persuasion that the parents allowed 
the boy to choose music as his profession. When fif- 
teen years old he went to Leipsic and later to Copen- 
hagen, where he had the best instruction. He was 
piano teacher in Christiania several years, but ceased 
the drudgery of teaching when the Storthing allowed 
him a yearly sum for support. Since then he has dedi- 
cated all his time to composing and to directing the 
most magnificent orchestras. 

Grieg’s wife, Mrs. Nina Grieg, is a very talented singer. 
Her interpretation of his songs is remarkable. When 
they give concerts together they form a most interest- 
ing couple. Both are small, wiry and nervous, with 
short gray hair, clear cut, regular features, snapping, 
lively eyes and a bewitching smile. They often dress 
in black velvet, she in a black velvet dress, he in a 
black velvet jacket. They have given concerts exten- 
sively in Europe. They have several times been in- 
vited to visit America but, not being very robust, Mr. 
Grieg dreads to cross the ocean. They have a beautiful 
and hospitable home in his native town, Bergen. 

Another great composer was Halfdan Kjerulf, who 
was born in Christiania in 1815. He was not a strong 
man, and rather of a melancholy disposition, but deeply 
refined and sensitive. His songs are all very melodious 
and full of rhythm. He always chose his text with 
care and taste, and he never allowed the music to shine 
at the cost of the words, or vice versa. He did very 
much for the advancement of music in Norway and he 
was sincerely mourned when he died, in 1868. 

Other composers and directors are Johan Svendsen, 
Johan Selmer, Ole Olsen, Rikard Nordraak, Martha Ur- 
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drup, with many others, not to forget Christian Sinding, 
who is winning a name everywhere by his magnificent 
compositions. 

Of singers Norway has not produced so many as 
Sweden, but Thorwald Lammers, Severin Skaugaard, 
Miss Lona Gullowsen, Miss Karen Holmsen, Mrs. Osella 
Bjérnson, Mrs. Eva Nansen, the explorer's wife, all have 
won great names in their own country, and some even 
in other countries. 

A unique instrument, only used in Norway, is the 
“luur.” It is a very long wooden instrument in form 
of a wide tube. It was used in the Viking days to call 
the warriors together, and it is used today mostly by 
the Sater girls to call from one mountain top to another, 
as it carries the sound to.a great distance. The Sater 
girls, who herd the cattle in the summer, are apt to be 
lonely on those lofty mountains, and the luur is of great 
comfort to them. 

There is also an instrument called “the Hardanger 
fiddle.” It is a violin made in the valley of Hardanger 
by the peasants. It is not known who first made it. 
but Ole Bull discovered it on one of his many wander- 
ings, and is a very crude, instrument, but often played 
by those peasants at their merry feasts, so as to make 
“the very stones dance.” 

The music life in Norway ie a warmly pulsing one 
The children learn to sing in the schools from com- 
petent teachers, and most of them learn to play the 
piano. The young people as well as the old ones always 
sing in their festive gatherings and nearly always some 
members of a home play or sing. The workingmen 
sing in the fields and the servants sing at their house- 
work. In every city there are singing societies under 
the direction of the best leaders. The Norwegian cho- 
ruses have won great fame abroad. The best artists 
from all the world give concerts in Christiania, and 
often go as far north as Throndjem, stopping at many 
of the smaller towns. It ie no small crucial test to ap- 
pear in the large Norwegian cities, for the newspapers 
employ thoroughly competent critics, who for years have 
made a special study so as to become thorough as well 
as genuine and sincere in their work. 

There is something in the clear atmosphere and in 
the fresh out-of-door life that gives a peculiar ringing 
tone to the northern voices. The rich home life and the 
serious view of life give a certain profoundness to their 
music. .The Norwegian Queen, Maude, is fond of music 
and will probably help to lift it still further upward 
to the ideal heights.

1 
felt hurt about it until, like her, I made an inspection 
and found that there was not a square inch upon which 
she might have obtained a foothold, save in one secluded 
corner, and that had been preémpted by the lifinets 
When next I build a home I shall have a thought for the 
birds, Phoebes, I understand—on authority—are fond 
of bees. With the marvelous faculty that we call in- 
stinct they are able to distinguish the stingless drone, 
and he it is upon whom they dine. When I have in- 
stalled a hive, and the bees under my eaves have lost 
their aggressive sewness, I may hope for phoebe tenants. 


My linnets are charming, singing happily all day as 
they industriously gather up the bits of string thrown 
out for them. In appreciation of my efforts at assist- 


| ance, they appear to have taken far more than they 


really need, the nest being rather a dowdy affair. with 
loose ends that I feel tempted to tuck in, lest the babies 
some day become entangled. I say they,“ but that is 
giving credit where it does not justly belong, for the 
little brown mother has done practically all of the work: 
her gay consort, however, always bears her company, 
through gallantry, presumably, though it may be that he 
is a self-elected superintendent of construction. When 
the string was a novelty, he did carry off one piece; run- 
ning upstairs to see what disposition he would make of 
it, I found him perched on a corner of the roof carolling 
60 gaily that the string was lost before his song was 
finished. 


I have some vegetables coming up for my linnets, but 
they prefer tidbits from the table. Were I to shroud 
the young plants in netting, as some do, I suppose they 
would at once become more alluring. How wary the 
birds are! A new kind of food will lie for hours un- 
tasted until some daring one pronounces it good. Not 
till the mockers made me fear for their lives by swallow- 
ing raisins whole, did the others touch them; rice, also, 
seemed for a time a doubtful delicacy. 


One of the prettiest, were it not for showing favoritism 
I should say the prettiest, of my visitors, is a goldfinch; 
whether the willow or the Arkansas goldfinch I have not 
yet been able to determine. The first that I observed 
was very small, as they all are, a bright yellow-green, 
with jaunty black velvet cap, and wihgs of black with 
white markings. He cares not a fig for my crumbs, but 
perches and sways on the weeds beyond, where the seeds 
are ripening. If he is a willow goldfinch he must build 
his nest in a willow tree that his exquisite plumage will 
not be his undoing, so I shall plant a willow for future 
seasons. I see him but seldom; others less vivid in their 
coloring, are numerous; these are certainly of the Arkan- 
sas variety. The goldfinches are fond of sunflowers and 
pampas grass—I have been told—which tastes must 
considered in my garden crop. . 


Among my regular callers now is the chipping epar- 
row. He wears a tailor suit of striped brown and black, 
with vest of softest gray, and a close-fitting golden 
brown cap. His stylish air is further enhanced by per- 
fect grooming. Few would be the offenses against good 
taste in dress were women to use the birds as models: 
their gayest colors are always in harmony, and the 
charm of their neutral tints is irresistible. 


A pair of bluebirds who have a. weakness for raising, 
and drop in on me every day, bear out this assertion, the 


one in strong shades of blue and bronze presents a com- 


bination at once brilliant and exquisite, while the other,

A friend of the writer's spent several years in Mexico, 
and when he first crossed the Rio Grande and encoun- 
tered a tender fowl, nicely served on the hotel table, he 
was pleased. The next and each succeeding day he ate 
chicken for dinner, and was still more pleased. But 
after a few weeks of this fare, he discovered he did not 
fancy the whiquitous hen a little bit, and rather sought 
to avoid her presence. In Mexico, eggs are a beverage. 
The favorite way of consuming them is to drink them, 
very soft-boiled, from a glass. At every meal you are 
asked not “Will you have eggs?” but “How will you 
have them?” If you tell the waiter you do not care for 
eggs, he will not believe you, and will bring them any- 
way. very soft-boiled. : 

The Mexican hen forms a distinct type. It was origi- 
nally of Mediterranean stock, brought from Spain 
shortly after the Conquest. Given no particular care, 
and left to its Own devices in the matter of breeding, 
eventually it developed characteristics peculiar to its en- 
-vironment. It rather resembles the Minorca type. 
There are also many Game fowl] in Mexico, as cock fight- 

ing is a favorite pastime. These are carefully bred and 
well cared for, and therefore have not degenerated like 
the others. : 
Of late years the wealthier Mexicans have been pay- 
ing considerable attertion to raising and breeding stand- 
ard stock. They realize the advantages of keeping high- 
class poultry and are buying freely in this country. 
Quite a number of shipments have been made from Los 
Angeles, notably of Mediterraneans, Americans and 
other breeds. The buyers report that the fowls are do- 
ing well in their new environment. Mexico is still an 
unexplored field in the matter of fine poultry. The 
country is being rapidly developed on other lines, and a 
little intelligent enterprise on the part of California 
breeders and fanciers would create an immense demand 
for standard-bred fowl. Our Southwest is the natural 
source of supply for Mexico, so far as live stock is con- 
cerned; but it is also true that if we dg not prove our- 
selves wide-awake and alert to supply the demand, they 
will buy in the South and East, and even from abroad. 
Breeders and poultry-supply dealers must not be content 

to rest supinely at home; they must advertise and offer 
- their products there. | 


Woman's Experience With Ducks. 
Judith Koile contributes the following acedunt of a 
woman's experience with ducks: ° 
Mrs. M—— began her experiment one year ago last Oc-

tober, her entire stock being five ducks and one drake of 
the Indian Runner variety. Her capital was one lot 50 
by 150 feet on which stood two small houses and a small 
barn. Fortunately the lot had a fence around it en- 
closing the whole domain, hence little expenditure was 
necessary for duck pens. In addition to her other capi- 
tal, Mrs. M—— brought to the enterprise good health 
and good sense, patience and pluck, all of which charac- 
teristics are important to the success of the ambitious 
duck raiser. 


The first thing she did was to buy an incubator which 
would hold fifty eggs. She then waited patiently for her 
few ducks to lay the required number. 
were placed in the incubator, patience again played a 
great part in the game, for each egg must be turned once 
every day. The incubator is heated by lamps which reg- 
ulate themselves automatically. At the end of twenty- 
eight days, however, this care was rewarded by the ap- 
pearance of a fine brood of fluffy ducklings. 

Mrs. M—— had prepared a small inclosure made of 


| wire netting with a tight little house at the end, lined 


and carpeted with pieces of old carpet; in this the duck- 
lings could huddle together for warmth, shielded from 
danger of exposure to cold. | 


Their food consisted for the first few days of mush 
made from corn meal and bran in about equal parts; 
when they are a little older, she adds grass cut fine, mix- 
ing it with mush and feeding it twice a week. As the 
brood grew older, the mush was made stiffer and mixed 
oftener with grass or chard, a vegetable which Mrs. 
M-—— raises in a small bed and cuts once a week. By 
giving it plenty of water, it grows so rapidly that a fresh 
supply is ready in another week. When one month old, 
they are turned out into larger pens of which there are 
several, ten feet wide and about thirty-five feet long. 
When these were removed the pen was prepared to re- 
ceive the new brood as soon as it was hatched. In this 
way a rotation of broods was kept up. 

During the year she raised 280 ducks and sold fifty 
dozen eggs at a good price. An opinion is prevalent that 
duck eggs are strong and unfit for table use. This is not 
true, however, of the Indian Runner product, the taste 
being much the same as that of hen’s eggs. Mrs. M—— 
has not only made the plant pay from its inception, but 
is now in receipt of a nice little income every month. 


Does Food Influence the Flavor of Eggs? 


William F. Fabbri of Venice, Cal., writes to The Times 
as follows: “I have complaints as to the freshness of 
my eggs; when sold, none of them are over three days 
old, yet my grocer tries to make me believe they are 
stale, hence I would like to know: 

“Does feed affect the flavor of an egg? 

“Do thin-shell eggs keep as well as hard? 

“I feed a mash of bran, bread and meat scraps from 
the butcher shop which I boil and mix in the feed. At 
noon a mixture of dry feed scattered in straw for 
scratching. At night, field and Egyptian corn. Should 
this ration have any effect on the eggs as to keeping and 
flavor?” 

Food certainly does add flavor to both eggs and table 
poultry—either for better or for worse. Fish scraps and 
desiccated fish are, near the coast, an article of animal 
food for poultry which imparts a strong flavor to the 
eggs as well as to the flesh, hence are objectionable and 
should not be fed by the poulterer catering to a high- 
class table trade; onions and other strong vegetable 
matter, though healthy, should be fed with judgment if 
eggs are to be served at the breakfast table. The ques- 
tion of what to feed and how much depends largely for 
its solution on common sense. Eggs are subject to the 
absorption of bad odors after being laid, especially if 
allowed to remain in filthy nests and where the general 
environment is redelent of pestilential vapors. Thin 
shelled eggs are sometimes due to a lack of lime in the 
food, sometimes to the hens being overfat, but most 
often on account of inability to retain the egg until fully 
developed, in other words, premature birth. If eggs are 
marketed regularly, the difference in the keeping qual- 
ity between thin and _ thick-shelled is a small matter, 
though in favor of the latter.

Making Canvas tmpervious. | 


HE foreman of a large Riverside orange conch came 

to Los Angeles on the 9th inst., to learn more eco- 
nomical methods of dipping canvas for fumigating tents. 
He found no information on this point, as the tents are 
usually applied without any filling with varnish, linseed 
oil or the old-time practice of dipping in a decoction of 
cactus leaves. Fumigators have abandoned the use of 
fillers, the objection being that they stiffened the fabric 
and added weight without any great advantages. Tents 
are more difficult to handle after treatment, and are 
liable to combustion where oil has been used. Fumiga- 
tion is now being done, so thoroughly without painting 
the tents that no one bothers with the fillers now. 
When gasing must be done in windy weather air-tight 
tents are advantageous, but most fumigators avoid work 
on other than still nights. With a specially well-made 
fabric there seems little use of filling.. It is said that 
the materials used for making tents more imperious also 
have a tendency to cause the finer to break and decay.

Outbreak of Moth. 


RACTICAL entomologists are more than ever con- 

vinced that the United States is facing a very grave 
crisis in the continued spread of the gypsy moth. Last 
year this pest covered so much new territory that the 
State of Massachusetts was driven to new appropriations 
after a lapse of five years in which no money was ex- 
pended. The amount that has now been paid out in 
fighting this moth is nearly $1,500,000. The insect has 
also been found in Rhode Island, Connecticut and New 
Hampshire. It is also feared that by some means this 
pest may have reached California, but happily the scare 
seems to have no foundation. 

The moth is about two and one-half inches long in the 
larvae stage, dark brown in color with two rows of red 
and two of blue spots along the back. In the East the 
caterpillar reaches its full size in July, though how it 
will develop in California should it appear here is un- 
known. The young crawl about freely and have become 
distributed largely by freight cars invaded while on the 
siding, and in which the moth might easily pupate on a 
transcontinental journey to our own State. The world 
name of the moth is Porthetria dispar. It has several 
natural parasites and is devoured to some extent by birds 
and toads, all agencies of destruction but totally inéffec- 
tive as to control. Dr. Howard, the chief entomologist 
of the Agricultural Department, spent last summer in 
Europe collecting parasites of this insect, but those he 
brought over may not thrive on this continent. The 
readers of The Times should collect all caterpillars in 
any way resembling the description of this moth and 
have them identified, for the first and most destructive 
atten of the gypsy moth are upon fruit trees.

Accordingly the oranges were 
gathered from four rows, across the orchard when he de- 
cided the market did not justify picking any more of the 
fruit, and the unpicked trees were left bearing their 
crop till later in the season. Some weeks after all the 
oranges were marketed two very hot days came, result- 
ing in the loss of nearly all the setting from the trees 
which had not been picked till May. But the four rows 
bore so heavily that the trees had to be propped, and a 
magnificent crop was harvested from the early gathered 
lot. I asked the gentleman if it could be taken as a rule. 
that early harvesting would always be followed by this 
“Not always,” he replied, “but in this case the 
margin of safety between the vital strength of the treés 
and damage from hot weather was so small that only 
the early picked trees had sufficient strength to set a 


This season no such difference 
would appear. I judge by the fact that our oranges this 
season grow in their usual elongated form; they carry 

almost perfectly to market, and there is less loss than 
usual from orchard waste. Last season the fruit was 

not typical either in shape or keeping qualities, and 1

The fact that most vegetables, especially the more ten- 
der kinds, cannot be mulched until they have become 
well established and the weather has become warm, thus 
requiring some preliminary cultivation, certainly in- 
creases the labor required in growing mulched vegeta- 
bles over what would be necessary if the mulch could 
be applied earlier. But, if the impracticability of early 
mulching is a serious drawback to the use of mulches, 
so is the impracticability of midsummer cultivation un- 
der farm conditions a serious objection to dependence 
upon cultivation alone. For most vegetables, mulching 
should be used to supplement cultivation rather than dis- 
place it. Such cultivation as is commonly given farm 
gardens is better for most vegetables in early spring 
than mulching, but mulching is just as surely better in 
midsummer than the neglect which is the common thing 
in farm gardens at that time of year. The experimental 
station tests have indeed shown mulching to be better 
in many cases than the most thorough cultivation” 
throughout the summer. 

Not only are many vegetables grown with less labor 
by mulching than by cultivation, but the yield and qual- 
ity of the product is often improved. In several cases 
yields have been decreased by mulching. In some of 
these cases, however, the injury was due not so much to 
the use of a mulch as to its being applied too early.— 
[California Cultivator.

The Value of a Good Garden. 


ANY people fail to realize the great value of a 

thrifty, well-kept garden. Even an inferior one is 
much better than none. Vegetables are indispensable to 
a family, so far as health is concerned, to say nothing of 
the money saved by not having to buy so much flour and 
so many groceries. : 

It would seem fhat every man should manage to ob- 
tain a piece of ground and see that it became well fertil- 
ized and enriched and then put under a thorough state 
of cultivation before trying to plant the seeds. It only 
costs a little to buy enough seeds for quite a good-sized 
garden. | 

Radishes and early onions may be made to grow in 
euch a way as to keep the table well supplied nearly the 
whole season, and, when taken fresh and crisp from the 
garden, they have proved to be a fine aid to digestion. 
Radishes soon grow too strong and pithy, and are not 
fii to use on the table. To be good they must be planted 
in rich and well prepared soil. My way of having a 
continual supply is to get two packages of radish seed.

In Alameda and Santa 
Clara counties the disease haw frequently been seen on 
occasional plants, but has not been considered as of any 
serious importance. In Southern California this blight 
has been the cause of considerable loss in recent years. 
In 1905 the disease was probably more general than ever 
before, completely ruining many fields in Southern Cali- 
fornia, almost all in the San Joaquin, and causing a loss 
of from 1 to 50 per cent. of the plants in fields all over 
the State. 
The principal effects of this disease are seen in the 
main or canning crap of tomatoes grown in summer, and 
in the last of the early crop. The plants, after being set 
out, usually reach considerable size, blossoming and set- 
ting fruit before showing the disease. It first appears here 
and there in the field on single plants, which begin to 
fall behind the others in growth, grow somewhat spind- 
ling and generally sickly looking, and gradually turn to 
a dull, unhealthy color and begins to wilt. The leaves do 
not blacken or suddenly die, but the whole plant gradu- 
ally sickens, wilte, fades away, and finally collapses upon 
the ground and becomes entirely dead. The disease 
comes on gradually in the field, affecting plants here and 
there in a very scattering manner. In the worst cases 
they all die before the summer is over, and sometimes - 
all quite suddenly at the last; again, the field goes 
through in a spotted condition, with plants missing more 
or less extensively. If a badly affected or dead plant be 
pulled up, the roots are found to be decayed or destroyed. 
When first affected this is not the case: if a plant is 
pulled up as soon as it begins to show wilting and fad- 
ing. the roots look healthy and sound. But if such 
plants be carefully dug, to avoid breaking off the smaller 
‘roots, it will be seen that many of the larger laterals ar» 
decayed at the ends and in had condition. These parts 
are broken off, and very likely are not noticed if the 
plant is pulled out of the ground by force. By careful dig- 
ging any plant which shows the symptoms of the disease 
at all can be seen to be affecied in the manner of a dry

the main obstruction to the establishment of by-product 
factories here is the practice of adulteration of the lines 
of goods affected. The national law which may be enacted 
this year, with the State laws and exposures, should 
have a tendency to strengthen the effort looking to the 
use of lemons here in the production of oils and es- 
sences. A report from Connecticut shows that forty 
brands of extract of lemon were below the standard of 
4.5 per cent. lemon oil required by the law. Some of 
these were entirely destitute of lemon oil, showing how 
thoroughly the public is being deceived in the East who 
think they have been buying the “native juice of the 
California lemon” in their lemon extracts. Many of 
these alleged lemon preparations sell at from 5 to 10 
cents an ounce, over 80 per cent of which is alcohol. 
These reports show unmitigated frauds in vanilla, pre- 
pared mustard, spices, coffees, adulterated olive oils, lard 
and many other articles ot food. It is a sickening array — 
of dishonorable. practice, affecting the California fruit 
grower not only through table use at home, but through 
the discouragement of pure manufacturing of olive oil, 
lemon extracts and many other food products having 
their origin in the California orchards. The double in- 
terest we have in the pure food question, the health of 
the people and common honesty require that our people 
should array themselves upon the side of pure food leg- 
islation.

Finsen Rays and &“ Rays. | : 


HE following article was contributed by Prof. E. B. 

Warman, of Los Angeles, shortly after the appear-

E. Woodruff’s book, “The Effects of Tropical Light on 
White Men,” in which the author seeks to show that 
sunlight is injurious to the blond races, and that their 
only natural habitat in America is the section extending. 
from Puget Sound to Alaska: 

“In all ages sunlight has been recognized as a healing 
agent; every sick person enjoys a sun bath, and all 
creation instinctively recognizes the fact that there is 
balm and healing in the sun’s rays—Lieut. Woodruff to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

“I wonder if it ever occurred to this distinguished gen- 
tleman that the most northern clime, which he so strong- 
ly advocates because of little sunshine and much dark- 
ness, is, in consequence of that lack, the breeder of 
one of the most dreaded and disfiguring of diseases 
known—lupus vulgaris, the wolf-named scourge of 
northern countries, like Denmark. The disease is prac- 
tically unknown in this country, the land of sunshine. 

“Through the untiring efforts of the late Dr. Niels 
Finsen, the Danish savant, the attention of the scien- 
tific world is turned today toward the source of life 
(the sun.) Men are investigating the origin of energy, 
power and intelligence. The theory that the cell is the 
basis of life in the human body is generally accepted, 
and the fact that cells are centers of intelligence is now 
established beyond question.

“To the lay mind this means but little, as the prob- 
lem is too complicated to be taken up with any degree 
of thoroughness; but to the scientific searcher it opens 
up a vista of race suicide to follow the continued use of 
the X-rays that is appalling as all doctors and their 
assistants who specialize on the static and coil apparatus 
use the X-rays frequently, and not only are exposed 
themselves, but bring under the influence all the pa- 
tients who come in contact with the direct rays. Just 
what other results the penetration of the rays in the 
manner mentioned will have in time, and just how 
permanent may be the effects, will be brought out in fu- 
ture experimentation, which will be carried along in this 
line. 

“Many curious results are being found from recen? 
use of the rays that in the earlier years of their intro- 
duction did not appear, and which may militate against 
its continued application in certain specified cases. In 
a recent case of cancer. treated by the rays, the con- 
clusion, after the death of the patient, was forced upon 
the profession that the disease had been aggravated by 
the treatment rather than benefited, as had been hoped 
and expected.”

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Faith Cure. 


LOCAL doctor recently complained, in the press, of 

a family in the west end of Los Angeles, who were 
said to be negiecting a child ill with diphtheria. In the 
same paper was a dispatch from Philadelphia, stating 
that the pastor of a “faith tabernacle” had been held 
as an accessory before the fact, in the death of a child 
from typhoid fever. 5 


Now, in such cases as these, there is only one thing 
to be asked. Did or did not, the parents or guardians 
adopt ordinary hygienic measures? Such, for instance, 
as fresh air, fasting, bathing, sweating, wet packs, ene- 
mas, rest in bed, and perhaps massage, or osteopathy. If 
they did, then they are blameless, for that is about all 
that can properly be. done, and the faith that may be 
added is no drawback, but rather an advantage. If, 
however, they neglected these simple and sensible aids 
to nature, they are culpable, however much faith they 
may exercise. — 

There is, however, fortunately, no law to compel 
people to swallow poisonous drugs. Nor is there likely 
to be, in this country, judging from the growing disposi- 
tion of the people to think for themselves, in regard to 
the care of the body.

Burial Reform—Cremation. 


REMATION is slowly but surely growing in popular- 
ity. One reason for this is, doubtless, the admitted 
fact that there is no absolutely certain test of death, ex- 
cept mortification, so that many prefer to escape the pos- 
sible horror of being prematurely buried. 
The late Alexander R. Thompson, of Beaver Falls, 
Penn., left these express instructions, to be carried out 
after his death: 


„First. The congregating of distant friends and rela- 
tives of the deceased, often to their great inconvenience, 
and not seldom to the annoyance of all parties. A full 
discharge of duty to the living will well atone for any 
seeming neglect of the dead. 

“Second. The calling in of a clergyman to make a 
public discourse which is usually made in a crowded and 
iil-ventilated apartment, often at the risk of both life 
and health. Moreover the whole ceremony is often void 
of appositiveness. , 

“Third. The making a public spectacle of the body by 
an indiscriminate crowd trooping around the casket. 

“Fourth. The interment by which decomposition is 
very protracted and loathsome to contemplate. 

“Now I hereby prescribe to my family the following 
injunctions to be fully executed as soon as conveniently 
practicable after my decease: 


“To deposit my remains soon after my death in a pri- 
vate apartment. To refrain from calling in distant 
friends and relatives. To dispense with all clerical or 
other ceremony. To strictly prevent the public gaze. 
To have my body plated in a respectable but totally un- 
adorned casket (omitting flowers and all other symbols) 
and then in charge of my sons, or such one or more of 
them as can conveniently attend, accompanied by four 
chosen male persons, but no others, to convey it to some 
suitable crematory, and there have it reduced to its origi- 
nal element by the speedy and purifying agency of fire 
or electricity should the latter be found to be more effec- 
tive to that purpose. 


“It is not my desire that the indestructible residium > 


shall be gathered together for preservation, but on the 
contrary, it is my command that it be dishosed of se- 
cretly, without leaving any evidence whatever of its lo- 
cality. We have read the delusive lessons, monumental 
commemoration, on which early and darkened ages re- 
lied to perpetuate their names and deeds, and thus to 
gain earthly immortality. Alas, vain man! What the 
tornado has not destroyed, nor the oceans engulfed, the 
drifting sands of the deserts have doomed to oblivion. 
Then, why should this illustrious age, al) aglow with sci- 
entific light, persist in chasing the illusory phantom? 
Why stil) poison the fountains whence flow man's purest 
beverage, by making charnel thousands upon thousands 
of fertile acres which, as 1 believe, should be dedicated 
to the use and occupancy of the living alone? 


“In concinsion, I sincerely request that no portion 


however small, be appropriated to my commemoration; , — 


dead to the “towers of silence,” to be devoured by vul- 


and that neither marble nor brass shall raise its epheme- | 


ral head, to tell the world what it cares not to know, 


and would forget in a day, that I, one of its humble myr- | 


lade, had lived and died.” 

How many poor 
people spend years in working to pay the costs of a 
funeral, and how many widows have mortgaged their 
little homes, bequeathed by a husband, in order to bury 
him with what is foolishly regarded as necessary style. 
Again, not infrequently typhoid and other epidemics are 
caused by the pollution of water from graveyards. 

In contrast to the above, another Pennsylvania man 
left a letter, Girecting that hie entire fortune, of about 
$30,000, be expended on an imposing monument. What 
folly!

In his “Following the Equator,” Mark Twain, referring 
to the burial customs of the Parsees, who consign their

“As a sanitary measure, their system seems to be 
about the equivalent of cremation, and as sure. We are 
drifting slowly—but hopefully—toward cremation, in 
these days. It could not be expected that his progress 
should be swift, but It it be steady and continuous, even 
if slow, that will suffice. When cremation becomes the 
rule, we shall cease to shudder at it; we should shudder 
at burial if we allowed ourselves to think what goes on 
in the grave.” ’ | 

Cremation is by no means a new thing. On the con- 
trary, it probably antidates burial in the earth. There 
was recently published, in the Archeological Journal, an 
account of the discovery at Bismaya, Babylonia, of a 
place for cremation, dating back to 4500 B.C. Abraham. 
about 3000 years later, was bargaining for a rocky cave 
for Sarah. The Jews always buried in the rocky caves, 
which were plentiful in their country. It was not buriaj 
in the ground; but in sheltered spots in the caves. 


Smoke and Health. 


HE following news item recently appeared in a Chi- 
cago dispatch to The Times: 

“That the smoke blanket over large cities, instead of 
being a menace, is conducive to health, was the conten- 
tion advanced here today by Dr. E. W. Anderson ot 
Pittsburgh. According to Dr. Anderson, the banishing 
of smoke in several European cities was in every case 
followed by a <Gecline in health.” 

If this is true, it would be interesting to know why it 
is so. Is it due to the presence of carbon in the atmos- 
phere, or is it, perhaps, a proof that there is something 
in Maj. Woodruff’s theory, that light is injurious to the 
blond races? London has a smaller death rate than any 
of the world’s largest cities. It has been claimed dhat 
this is due to the carbon in the atmosphere of that city, 
where, on a foggy day tn winter, it is necessary to light 
the lamps at noon. For nervous people too much sun- 
shine is doubtless bad. Such people would do better on 
the seacoast. 

Meantime, until further light is thrown on the sub- 
ject, most people will prefer the sunny skies of South- 
ern California to the smoky atmosphere of “dear old 
Lannun.” 

By the way, is it possible that this is intended as an

‘Digestion and Decay. 


HE following communication has been received from 
Dr. R. L. Ferrand (osteopath) of Los Angeles: 
“You are so fond of coming down on other people for 


making mistakes, that I am sure you will pardon me, 1 


I try to correct a mistake you have made. 


“In the April 1st copy of The Times magazine you say, 
in speaking of boric acid as a preservative, that a sub- 
stance, which retards decay outside the stomach, must 
necessarily interfere with digestlon—a process of decay 
—within the stomach.’ 


“Now, while perhaps decay of food derte may take 
place to some extent in the small intestine, and to a still 
greater extent in the large intestine, I deny that any 
decay of food should take place normally in the stom- 
ach. Decay requires the presence of bacteria, and bac- 
terla cannot act in an acid medium. ‘Surely a scholar 
in the primary grade’ of physiology knows that the pep- 
tic digestion in the stomach requires an acid medium, 
this medium being supplied by hydrochloric acid secre- 
tion. Decay of food in the stomach simply spells dis- 
ease; and if boric acid tends to prevent this kind of 
decay, it will certainly do good, not harm. 


“Then, again, I can hardly believe that boric acid in 
very small quantities would materially affect the normal 
decay in the intestinal digestion; for the simple reason 
that the proper conditions for this decay are made pos- 
sible by the presence of the pancreatic secretion. If this 
secretion is strong enough to neutralize the hydrochloric 
acid ffom the stomach, I imagine it would make pretty 


short work of a an acid as feeble as boric 


acid. 


“At the same time, I would not have you think that I 
believe in the use of boric acid, or any other mineral, 
as a food preservative. I do not. 
tive apparatus is not adapted to the utilization of min- 
erals. (2) Boron, the metallic principle of boric acid, 
has no place in the chemical structure of any tissue of 
the body. (3) The expulsion of all foreign matter uses 
up energy that should go toward. tht promotion of 
health. (4) Boric act“ tu large quantities is a poison. 


J believe ia condemning what is harmful; but in 
making a condemnation, I believe in stating correct 
premises, and in reasoning logically.” 


The correspondent surely cannot suppose that the 


editor believes the act of digestion, in the normal stom- 


ach, to be, literally, a process of decay. The word was 
used for the sake of those whose knowledge of the di- 
gestive processes is limited, to convey the idea that di- 
gestion is a process of disintegration, in which the food 
elements ure metabolized, or broken up, so that they 
may be abeorbed by the cells of the body. In a some- 
what similar fashion, the mineral elements of the soil 
disintegrate, or decay, in order that they may be ab- 
sorbed by the plants, which, in turn, serve as a food for 
animals and man. Again, when the “everlasting” gran- 
ite mountains crumble, -we say they “decay,” not that 
we mean they rot. ; 


There is not the slightest doubt whatever that the ad- 
ministration of boric acid, or salicylic acid, or any pre- 
servative of that kind, even in minute doses, if taken 
frequently, and for a considerable period of time, must 
inevitably interfere, to some extent, with the process of 
digestion, just as these preservatives interfere with the 
decay of food outside of the body. Even Prof. Wiley, of 
the Agricultural Department, was compelled to admit 
this, after his lengthy and complicated six-months test. 

However, the correspondent, being a physician, is of 
course fully acquainted with these facts. 


Rain Water. 


KENTUCKIAN recently expressed, to a Times rep- 
resentative, his surprise at the manner in which the 
people of Southern California allow rain water to go to 
waste, in a section where water is so scarce and valu- 
able. He thinks it would be a good plan for people to 
put in covered cisterns, as they do in his State. 
Doubtless it would, although the water would become 
stale, during the long dry season. Rain water, after it 
has fallen for a short time, and has washed the impuri- 
ties out of the air,-and provided it is not drained from 
a dirty roof, is the best of all waters to use, for inter- 
nal and external purposes. It is nature’s own distilled 
water, plus some ethereal elements that it gains on its 
passage through the atmosphere.

Diet for Nursing Mothers. 


N regard to this subject, upon which an article was re- 

cently published, one correspondent writes that his 
wife, while nursing, found much benefit by taking, in 
smal] quantities, several times a day, unfermented grape 
juice. She found it increased the flow of milk. 

Another correspondent writes that her baby has pros- 
pered while the mother’s diet had been milk, whole- 
wheat bread, with raw and cooked fruits, the milk being 
diluted with one-tenth water and heated to 120 degrees. 
That is rather a small proportion of water to add. 

There is no need to fuss about any special diet for 
nursing mothers, or prospective mothers. Any good, 
well-balanced dietary, that contains the necessary 
amount of proteid, and carbo-hydrates, and—especially— 
the natural salts, which abound particularly in the juice 
of vegetables and fruits is good for women—and men 
too—under all conditions. 

The following, on this subject, is from nne. by 
Dr. E. R. Morris: 

“The lack of milk in a mother’s breast, or the presence 
of bad milk in it, is never Accidental, but is always due 
to downright ignorance. The fault, naturally, is not al- 
ways the mother’s; but when it isn’t, it is always some- 
body’s who ought to know, or is being paid on that sup- 
position. Decent light and air and water and foods al- 
ways manufacture plenty of good, substantial, nourish- 
ing mother’s milk.

SNAILS AS FOOD. 

A dish of snails Is hardly ever seen in this country, al- 
though in Spain and in France this mollusk is a fairly 
common article of food among the poor, while it is held 
in great esteem by the gourmet when it is stewed and 
garnished with herbs and condimerts. The suggestion 
that the snail should form a cheap article of food in this 
country has been revived and there is nothing to be said 
against the proposal from a dietetic point of view, for 
properly cooked, the snail is both nutritious and tasty. 

If, however, the suggestion were seriously acted upon, 
we fear that the supply in this country would prove to 
be short of the demand. But doubtless the snail could 
be cultivated as is the oyster when it was found that it 
had gained a considerable patronage. The snail has in- 
deed been called “the poor man’s oyster,” though we do 
not remember to have seen it eaten raw. We know, how-
